Biſhops of this Church are inſtal- 
led ; as alſo the Monuments of Ed. 
the Black Prince , FI. 4. and his 
Queen, with thoſe of divers Arch- 
biſhops, and many other Perſons 
of Quality. Under the Choire, is 
a little Church, which ever ſince 
the Reign of Q. Elizabeth, has 
beenallowed to French Proteſtants, 
for the exerciſe of their Religion. 
The Palace is old, and ruinous, be- 
ing rarely inhabited. Hence I went 
to Dover, the common Port to

Frontier Towns: The latter is the ' 
larger, molt Peopled, and the bet- | 
ter fortified, though the Walls and : 
Ramparts of both are decayed, and !

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out of Order. Yet at about half a 
League's diſtance, is a ſtrong Fort 
lately built at the connivance of 
our Kings, who, till then, would 
never, ſince Calice was under the 
French Dominion,ſuffer that Prince 
to erect any new Defences. 


Boulogne, the firſt City on the Boulogne, 
' French Shoar, lies on the Coaſt ; 


it conſiſts of an Upper and Lower 
Town ; the former is well walled, 
and a Garriſon always kept 1n it. 
Here I faw a Chriſtening in one of 
the Churches, where, after it was 
ended, the Parents of the Child, 
and Undertakers ſcattered Sous's 
and Lziards in the Church among 
the poor People that were preſent, 
they ſcrambling for them; a Cu- 
ſtom, as they told me, almoſt pe- 
culiar to this City.

Abbevile, in the ſame Province, 
is much larger, and a great Place 
tor Iron-work ; it has Thirteen Pa» 
riſh-Churches ,, Sixteen Religious 
Houſes, and 'tis thought Twenty .

Croſfles and Crucifixes are fo 
plentiful every where on this Road, 
that from them alone an Engli/h- | 
an will be fatisfied he is out of his ' 
own Countrey ; beſides, the Roads * 
are much better than ours. 

Amiens is another very conlide- 
rable City , and ſuppoſed to have 
in it at leaſt thirty thouſand Souls. | 
The N9otre-Dame{ one of the great- 
eſt Glories of the French Churches) 
was builtby the Eng/iſh ; the Fron- 
tiſpiece conſiſts of a great quantity 
of moſt curious Imagery , finely 
wrought, and kept pertet ; it is 
high and lofty. This is a Cathe- 
dral wherein Canons Regular offi- 
Clate, , 

All the Country hence to Cler- 
mont, (a City inthe Ifle of France) 
is open and champaign. Over 
the River Oy/e, by Senlz, an ordi- 
nary 
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nary Village, [ was forc'd to Ferry, 
the Bridge, that was broke down 


by the Spaniards , in the laſt Civil 


ars, being not yet re-built. 


Near to it, is Chanti4ly, the Seat Chantilly. 


of the Princes of Conde, whither 
the late P. retired, after the Civil 
Wars were ended ; it is a noble old 
Caſtle ; part has been pull'd down 


by the preſent P. to be built great- 
| er. The Gardens are very remark- 


able, extending two Leagues in 
Length , and conliderably broad ; 
in them are great variety of Ca» 
nals and Warter-works, as Jettoes, 


* | Caſcades, &c. Many Fowls, as 


Partridges, Pheaſants, &c. are fly- 
ing about here, and ſeveral delight- 
ful Walks, with little Groves; in 
the middle of one of which, are 
Aviaries, where are kept Eagles 
and Griphons, &c. In the Fields 
adjoyning, may be ſeen an incredi» 
ble number of Hares and: Par- 
tridges.

I paſſed through Sr. Dens ; in 
the great Church of the Abbey are 
repoſed the Bodics of the Kings of 
France, as with us in Weſtminſter ; 
and here is kept the Treaſure, fo 
well known by the name of the 
Treaſure of St. Denis ; which I 
could not ſee, all the Prieſts being 
then officiating in the Choire. 

Betwixt Sz. Denis and Paris are 
ereted ſeven Croſſes at thoſe 
Places where St. Denis reſted him- 
ſelf in coming hither, after he was 
Beheaded at Paris. 

It wereendleſs to attempt a Des» 
ſcription of what is remarkable in 
Paris, and indeed unneceſlary, ſo 
well known is it to thoſe of our - 
Nation ; fo I ſhall mention nothing 
therein, beſides a brief Account of 
the new Statue lately erected to 
the French King by the Marquiſs de 
Feuillade, dans la Place de Feuil- 
lade ; his Majeſty's Statue is as 
large as the Lite in Braſs double 
gilt , on a high Marble Pedeſtal, : 
an Angel holding a Crown over his | 
Head, and at his Feet this Inſcrie ?

Ption, Yiro Immortal;: On the 
ſides of the Pedeſtal are many Tro- 
phies and Repreſentations of the 
King's new Conquefts, caſt in Brafs 
in mez20 relezvo, and infixed into 
it, with Motto's explaining them. 
On one of the Plates is the B. Vir- 
gin, holding a P;xs, Prieſts and 
good Catholicks adoring it ; with

Paris lies round and compact , 
not above a Mile and half any way 
long, the Buildings all Stone, or 
reſembling it , high , the Streets 
are generally ſtraight and unitorm ; 
it has feur or five Palaces, belong- 
ing to the King and Royal Family , 
many Houſes of the Nobility, and 
indeed nothing wanting to add to 
its Greatneſs, but a better River, 
which would bring more Wealth 
and more People, at preſent com- 
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Fountain bel- 
leau.

puted to be five hundred thouſand 
Souls, though here is little Trade, 
excepting what is occaſioned by 
the great confluence of Nobility 
and Perſons of Quality , of this, 
and from moſt other Nations, who 
make Pars their Centre. 

Leaving Paris, I went for Lyoys, 
and on the way, faw ſeveral Vine- 
yards , and: ſweet Country-Seats, 
moſt having handſome Avenues, 
with Rows of Trees to them. 

Fountain-be/leau is a poor Town, 
taking its Name from the Foun- 
tains thereabouts; it ſtands low, 
and in the midſt of a great Foreſt, 
wherc is plenty ofall ſorts of Game, 
and whither the King uſually goes 
every Seaſon to hunt the Stag and 
Wild-Boar. Here he has an' old 
Palace of very ample Reception. 
The Foreſt is very large, and in 
ſome parts Rocky , and abounds 
with 'Gin7vgr, 

Nemours is a ſmall Town in the 
Province of Beawuce. The Coun- 
try hitherto for the moſt part plain 
and champaign; where it is others 

wiſe, 
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wiſe, the Hills are not conſidera- 
ble, The Soil ſeemed rich and fer- 
tile, and divers Vineyards by the 
Road-ſide ; but the Wine here is

Montargis 1s fiteate on an Hill

The Loire is a noble River: 
running about 184 Leagues, where» 
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Ware , that there is no quiet for 
them. Here is the Max/ſoleum of 
the laſt DB. of Montmorancy, who 


- ſuffered for High Treaſon in Rich- 


lieu's Regency : it is erected in the 
Chappel of the Nuns de /a YVifita« 


' tioy, of the Order of St. Benedif, 


in the Year 1652. Twenty Years 
after his Death, by his Widow , 


- the Dutcheſs, who founded the 
- Nunnery. Here are two Statues 


of the Duke and Dutcheſs in white 
Marble, in full length, in a recumb- 
ing poſture ; there are others, of 
Hercules and Achilles, of Riches, 
and St. Mary Magdalen ; in the 
middle, over all, an Urn, ſfupport- 
ed by Two Angels, and upon it 
his Ccat of Arms, with a Coronet 
held betwixt two other little An- 
gels. This Monument, for its 
Work, is greatly admired by the 
Virtusft ; it conſiſts of a great quan- 
tity of Black, White, = Porphyry 
Marble. 

Before I came into Moulins, 1

The nearer I got to Lyons, the 
Ways were ſtill more uneven and 
mountainous, eſpecially when 1 
was at Ferrara ; for then I had no- 
thing but climbing Precipices, and 


dangerous craggy Hills to paſs; 


ſome whereot were thick covered 
with Furz. That Town, as alſo 
Roanne and S. Saforjn are in Zion- 
n04s, or, the Province of Lyons. 

Beggars beſought my Charity 
hereabout pour la mort de Dieu ; 
others, pour amour du Saint Pere 
& /a SaintteVeirge. 

Over a continued Tract of Hills 
I was carried to Lyons , the Sides 
of which were covered with Vine- 
yards, 


All along as1 travelled hitherto, | 
F could not but take notice of thoſe | 
great Indications of Poverty that : 
appeared in the Looks and Habits ; 
of the People, as well astheir wret- | 
ched Houſes, _ Villages} 
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Villages are more thinly ſpread 
in France than Exg/and ; but the 
greater Towns more frequent, and 
larger than ours, and moſt of them 
have ſome ſort of Defence. 


Lyons is one of the greateſt and Lyons. 


chicfeſt Towns in the Kingdom of 
France , ordinarily reckoned - to 
have 120000 Souls ; the Situation 
is irregular, ina Vale, and on the 
Declenſions of - the Hills , which 
encompals it every way. The Ri- 
vers of Seanne and Rhoſne here 
meet together, and very much en- 
rich this City , running through 
the midſt of it. The Hills, and 
the natural Temper of the Clime, 
keep it very warm in the Summer, 
inſomuch that the windows are ge- 
nerally of oyl'd Paper, which keeps 
out the Heat of the Sun better than 
Glaſs, but takes off from the No- 
bleneſs of the Buildings, that are 
very high,ot a white Stone, like to 


our Portland, and the Streets nar- 


row, The Aaifon de la Ville, or 
Town-houle js a great Ornament, 
and Credit to this City, erected at 

their 
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their proper charges, for the Ma- 
giſtrates to mect at, for Courts for 
the Adminiſtration of Juſtice, and 
alſo for the Merchants to concert 
together upon their Trade and 
Traffick. It conſiſts of two hand- 
ſome Courts, not ſquare, but ra- 
ther oblong, lying one beneath 
the ether , and below them the 
Garden. The Aſcent to this Houſe 
is noble by ſeventeen Steps. In the 
firſt Court is writ on the Building 
in Golden Capital Letters, the fol- 
lowing Inſcription , which 1s in- 
deed a brief deſcriptionof the City.

St. John's Church , the Seat of 
an Archbiſhop, is a great Fabrick, 
but plain, the Choire ſolemn and 
grave, not beautified with rich 
Hangings nor fine Pitures. The 
Clock in it is highly eſteemed. 

The Fef«ites Colledge is a piece 
of Modern and Regular Archite- 
Cure ; in the great Quadrangleare 
ſeveral curious Dials, and ſuch 
Painting as deſerves better than to 
be expoſed to the Weather. One 
of the Fathers courteouſly ſhewed 


- me the Library, made in the Form 
| of aRoman T, and acquaintedme 
with 
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with their Method in placing the $ 
Books, which are very numerous; P 
knowing me to be an Eng/i/hman, * 
he told me they had ſeveral Books © ! 
that were Writ and Printed in 
England ; as, the Famous Will's 
Works, and the Polyglott- Bible, ® 
which I asked, how they approv'd: t 
He faid, they liked the Work well, 
but CharaCter and Paper were very, 
bad; and thereupon, compared it 
with ſome others. Diſcovering | 
was going into /taly, he asked me, 
whether I had read my Countrey- 
man Laſſel's Voyages ; which, he 
ſaid, he had often (to uſe his own! 
Expreſſion ) cum plarima, imo cum 
ſumma woluptate, Near to this 
Colledge is the Charite, a large 
well built Hoſpital, where all the 
poor ſick Perſons of the City are 
received, and carefully looked at 
tcr during their Sickneſs. The A+ - 
partments for the Men and Wo-: 
men are diſtinct, conveniently 
contrived, and kept neat and clean, 
The Revenues are very conſiders !

The Mall and Belle Cour 1s 
the pleaſanteſt part of the City, be- 
ing on a Level, and open, and the 
Buildings lofty and uniform. 

The Convent of the Carmelite- 
Friars 1s well worth ſeeing, on ac- 
count of the Galleries, ſet off wit 
many good Paintings; ſome, Heads; 
others, Hiſtories ; as, of the eating 
the Paſchal Supper, the Paſſion, Re- 


farrettion, Aſcenſion, and Miſſion of 


the Floly Ghoſt, and the laſt Fudg- 
ment, an extraordinary Print, but 
well coloured. Their Chappel has 
an Altar-piece all of Marble, and 
cunouſly wrought. 

Notre Dame de Fouriers 1s the 
Mother-Church of Lyons ; it ſtands 


on an high Hill, over-looking the : 
Gity ; it is old and ſmall : One of ? 
the Side-Chappels has its Walls ! 
| thick A 
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thick hung with little Offerings 
that Votaries have made for Mer- 
cies and Deliverances received. up- 
on their Prayers to the Bleſſed Vir- 
gin. 

” Not far from hence is the Mi- 
»ims Convent, who have in their 
Chappel twelve fine Pieces of 
Painting ; but thoſe not to com- 
pare with what they have 1n the 
Sacriſty , that are juſtly eſteemed 
by all that ſee them. They con- 
tain the Hiſtories of the Old and 
New Teſtament, and are placed in 
two Rows one above the other ; 
thoſe that repreſent the Old Teſta. 


ment, are in the uppermoſt, reach- 


: ing round the Room, and are fix- 


teen. Thoſe of the New, are un- 
der them ; but being only Eight, 
reach not ſo far as the former; and 
where no Pictures are, be the 
Doors to the Preſfes where the Sa- 
cred Veſtments are kept.

The Mouſe and 
Lizard-Dials ſhewed the Hours of 
the Day, creeping backwards and 
forwards on two Plains, and con- 
tinue that Courſe for fifteen Davs 
together with once Setting.

On the Declivity 
of the Mountains near N7/a, are 
many little Houſes , that make a 
pretty proſpect from the Sea. 

The next Morning, embarquing 
on a Genoeſe Felucca, and taking a 
Bill of Health, which run, By zhe 
Grace of God, and Tnterceſſon of 
Sr. Sebaſtian, &c., we failed by 
Villa Franca, the Port belonging ,;. 
to the Duke of Savoy, and fo S —— 
Monaco, a little City on the top Monaco. 
of a Rock, looking down on the 


- Sea, chiefof the Principality of the 


Prince of Monaco. This Prince's 
Dominions extend not very far; 
he has only three or four ſmall 
. Towns and ſome barren Hills fub- 
jet to him. In Mozaco is his Pa- 
lace, uniform, capacious, and well 


furniſhed with Pictures, Plate, and 


- rich Hangings ; and here he lodg'd 


and ſplendidly entertain'd the Earl 
of Caſtlemaiz , when he went on 
| his Embaflie ro Rome. This Prince

of the King of Spain, who laid ſuch 
Impoſitions on him , that of hte 
years he put himſelf under that of 
the French King, and lives for the 
moſt part at Pars, having a conſi- 
derable- Penſion allowed him in 
France. That King keeps in Pay 
600 Soldiers in this Garriſon, and 
the Prince has beſides a Company 
of S«iſs, that are his Guards. 

The firſt Place of Note that I af 
terwards came to, was St. Remo, 
large, and full of People; but they 
appear poor. This Town ſtands 
on the Dechvities of ſtony, barren 
Mountains ; yet attords ſuch an 
ample and delightful Proſpett of 
Olive, Figs, Orange and Limon- 
Trees, and rhey fo intermixed with 
Palms and Mulberries , that per- 
haps a pleafanter is no where to be 
ſeen. Theſe Palms bear Dates , but 
not ſufficiently and kindly ripened, 


and tte Trees are chiefly nouriſh 


ed on the fcore of their Branches, 
which arc ſhipp'd away, and ſent 
to Rome ; nay, into Germany, and 
other Places, tor the ——

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licks on Palm-Sunday ; and are al- 
fo ſoldat a good value to the Jen's, 
being nectley at taeir eating the 
Paſchal-Lamb. 


Going hence,l paſſed by Oneg/i2 Oneglia, 


( the moſt celebrated Place in 7raly 
for good Oil,Yand divers other ſweet 
Towns belonging to the State of 


Genoa ; ſuch as Laano, Where the Luano, 


Prince D'Oria has a Noble Palace ; 
whither, coming by Water from 
Genoa, he often ſpends a Month 
in the Summer. The Palace was 
unfurniſh'd, atid only one Ser- 
vant in it; foI ſaw nothing bur 
naked Walls, and at one end of the 
Palace, where the Prince's own 
Lodging, with Cloſets, arid other 
neceſſary Conveniencies belonging 
to it, is, they have a Draw-bridge 
before the' Chamber-door. This 
was ſo unuſual-in an Houſe, that I 
could not but'enquireabotit-it ; yet 
was not fnlly ſatisfied what to im» 
pute it to, whether the natural jea- 
lous Temper" 6t the 7/#Haxs', of 
that Cavſe the” Seryant afſigned , 
- / 
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viz. a Defence againſt a ſudden 
Landing of the French or Alge- 
rines, (who, ſometimes inthenight 
on theſe Coaſts, have carried away 
reat numbers of People into Bar- 
ary. Not far from the Palace is 
a Cloiſter of Carmelite-Friars,built 
and founded by the preſent Prince's 
Father ; in it is a very neat Chap- | 
pel, paved with variety of Marble, | 
and the large Pillars to the ſeveral ' 
Altars, are all of Marble, and the | 
Corinthian Order. | 
Something farther on this Coaſt, 
lies Finaul, the only Sea-port that 
belongs to the State of Milay ; it | 
ſeams now a poor abandoned Vil- | 
lage, having old weak Fortificati- | 
ons, and a ſmall Garriſon of Spani- 
ards, The Spaniſh Gallies come not 
here as they were uſed to do, but 
make Genoa their Paſſage to Mzlay. 
Before I got on the Shoar, the Fe- 
Iucca-men gave me the following 
Cautions; not to walk near the 
Walls, nor point, nor ſeem to ob- 
ſerveany thing, nor ask _—_ 
about 
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about the Strength of the Place; 
for that the Spaniſh Jealouſie would 
not bear it. 


Afterwards we put in again at Nolz, yy; 


a ſmall Republick, Tributary, and 
under the Protection of Genoa, The 
City is reputed very ancient, and 
built 300 years before Rome. 


From hence werowed to Savoxa, $ayunz, 


the ſecond City of the Genoe/e Do- 
minions, formerly ſubject to the 
Duke of Savoy, and whereto he 
ſtill maintains his Pretenſions. In 
and about it, moſt of the Noble 
Genoeſe have their Country- 
Houſes. 

The Wind, Weather and Water 
being adverſe, kept us in Warazzo

Help to the City, being lately 
without, and adorned within with 
muchrcurjousand coſtly Workman- 
ſhip,ſuch ds the Marble Pillars, and 
Statues'of the BenefaQtors, exqui- 
ſitely wrought. The. Place where 
the ſick Perſons are kept, is built 
Croſs-wiſe; over the middle of the 
Croſs is a Cupola, and.under that, 
ſtands:an Altar, where all the ſick 
Perſons from'their ſeveral Quarters, 
and very Beds, may hear the {ſs 


_ and Yeſpers, It is ſo capacious, as 


conveniently to contain 12000 
Perſons. When the French King 
Bomb'd this Ciry, and beat down 
a great part .of the Doeg's Palace, 
he, with the Senators, retired, and 
lived here. The Foundation is on 
a Rock, and they have been forced 
to gain room for it, by undermi- 
ning, and blowing up the Moun- 
tains, :'In the upper Rooms, over 
the Portal, ate ſeveral Apartments, 
where-Married Women are put by 
their Husbands for Incontinence, 
or froward, ill living, anJ1 kept du- 
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ring Pleaſure. They are. under 
ſtrict Confinement , [not ſuffered 
ever to came down, nor converſe 
even with their own Hysbands, 
without the leave of the Doeg, and 
haveno Windows byt-what look 
backwards; and for -their mainte- 
nance, have only the Allowance of 
the Houſe, ( which is ſmall and 
mean, ) unleſs their Husbands are 
pleaſed to allow them more. Af- © 
ter they have been thus kept ſome 
time, and given Teſtimonies of 
their Repentance, if their Hus- 
bands refuſe to receive them again, 
they are ſent into other Apart-

two more, } where they live like 
Nuns. Theyare uſually put in an 
Evening into a Chair, and fo 
brought; and I was told, there 
were generally in the Hoſpital 300 
of them, The middle ſort of Peo- 
ple do moſt uſe theſe Conveniences;

through a Countrey plain and well 
watered with the Canals, and a- 
bounding in Vincs twiſting abour 
the Trees, regularly planted in the 
Fields, to Breſcia.

their Devotions before it, the great 
Wax-Candles lighted, and Canopy 
prepared, it was carricd in a fo- 
tema Proceſſion, the Muſick play- 
ing, and Choire ſinging, to that 
Altar where the Saint's Body is in- 
tombed,and placed thereon ; where 
aſter thoſe that attended in the 
Proceſſion, had again been at their 
Devotions , they retired into the 
Chotre, to fay and hear Mals, 
which was performed with much 
Solemnity, and an excellent com- 
polition of Muſick, laſting about 
two hours, during which time, 

other 
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other devout Perſons were on their 
Knees before this Relick, and then 
it was a full Employment to two 
Brothers of the Cloiſter to receive 
and rub thoſe Beads that were gj- 
ven them, againſt it ; afrerthis, it 
was carried back in the like man- 
nerto the Repoſitory.

This 
Anniverſary 1s kept , becauſe the 
Saint's Tongue was found in his 
Tomb, as they fay, in a ſtate of 
Incorruption, when all the reſt of 
his Fleſh was conſumed: And 
they affirm , this Tongue, for ha- 
ving been a Laſhto the Sacramentas 
rians of his Time, has been pre- 
{crved ſound without any Taint of 
Corruption, that as a perpetual 
Miracle, it might bear witneſs to 
the Truth of ,Zranſub/tantiation. 
Though 
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Though formy own part, I could 
not look upon it of any great Au- 
thority; for I obſerved it was black 
and withered, and cannot but be- 
lieve thoſe who have the Art of 
embalming Bodies, may preſerve 
any one's Tongue to appear as 
well as that without a Miracle. 
This St. Anthony was of the Order 
of St. Francis, but died in an Her- 
mit's Cell ; he is of great <ſteem 
in Lombardy ; whereof I ſaw this 
Inſtance in the Cloiſter to this 
Church, where are divers Monu- 
ments, and an Inſcription on one 
of them, in this manner ;

River Brexto twenty miles to Liz 
Fuſma, and all the way on both 
ſides, ſaw great numbers of Px 
laces belonging to the Noble Yexe- 
tians, and that are their Coun- 
trey-Yila's. Afterwards , taking

rowing through the Grand Canal, 
and under the Rzalio, was Landed 


at the Door of my Inn. 

Fenice, the chief City of this 
potent Republick, which, for near 
399 years has continued under the 
fame Goverament, had its Origin 


from'the Invaſion of rhe Geths and * 


Yandals,and like falvage»People,in- 
to /taly, as Laſſels relates. In it 1 
ſtaid a Month , and particularly 
faw moſt Things remarkable ; to 
deſcribe 
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deſcribe which, were unneceſſary, 
after they are ſo well done by that 
Author. But he having writ ma- 
ny years ago, ſince then there have 
happened fome Alterations, and 
perhaps ſome little things by him 
omirted, which it may not be im- 
proper here to take notice of, 

The Noble Yenetians generally

Here 
are kept many Monuments of the 
Venetian's late Victories againſt 
the Zurks, that have been ſent by 
their General Morofint ; and among 
other Curioſities, two /taltan Pad- 
locks. 

The Great Arſenal I faw well 
filled with Arms and Galleys, not- 
withitanding this State is actually 
in War: but was told, care was 
taken, that whatever of any kind 
was given out one Week, ſhould be 
ſupplied the next. 

At the Portico leading into the 
Dow inican's Convent, dedicated to 
St. John and Paul, there is, among 
other Paintings in Freſco, the Blet-

The 
Reaſon, I have heard for their Ba- 
niſhment , was , becauſe at their 
Confeſſions they enjoyned the Wo- 
rnen to get out of their Husbands, 
by all the little Tricks they could 
uſe, the' Secrets of the State, and 
reveal to them, which they after- 
wards diſcovered: to other Princes, 
to the prejudice of this State.When 
this was known to the Senate, it fo

where moſt of the Merchant-men 
lie at Anchor.-

The Rooms were' all-open, richly

ple flocked to behold the Body of 
the Saint , which might be ſeen 
through a Glaſs-Caſe, where he lay 
in his Epiſcopal Habit, with his 
Mitre on his Head, and in his 
Robes of Cloth of Gold, and mas 
ny Yoto's hanging by him. His _

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and Hands look'd black, and I was 
informed he had been dead above 
three hundred years. This Church 
is well painted by Falio Romano, 
particularly the Cxpola, a curious 
Repreſentation of Heaven. The 
Day following chanced to be St. Fo- 
ſeph's Feaſt, as St. Anſe/m's was the 
Day before, ſo his Statue was ſet 
under a Canopy without the Weſt- 
door, whither moſt of the City 
came, and faid their Prayers, kif 
fed his Foot, and made their Obla- 
tions. He held in his Hand a pair 
of Compaſſes, as a Mark of his Oc- 
cupation. 

The Church of St. Andrea is 
much larger than the Domo, but 
not ſo neat. In it, near the H. 
Altar , is preſerved ſome of the 
Blood of our Lord ; the Repoſitory 
railed round, and on a Black Mar- 
ble Stone, under which it lies, is 
this Inſcription.

St. Proculus 1s a neat Cloitfter of 
30 Benediftines, Here 1s) the Sta- 
tue of Gratian, once a Monk of 
this Houſe, in the fartheſt Courr, 
who writ the Decretals. 

The Church of St. Giovannt ix: 
Monte, belongs to St. Tohn Lateran 
in Rome ; adjoyning to it 1s a fair 
Cloiſter of Canons Regular. 

The Churches of the 7heatizs, 
and Madona di Galiera, with Fa- 
thers of the Order of St. Filippo 
Neri, have not been long builr. 

St. Michaele in Boſco, ſeated on 
an Hill out of the City-Gates, has 
2 little Chapel richly adorned. And 
in the Convent in the firſt Cloiſter, 
is excellent Painting in Freſco, by 
Guido Rheni, and other Maſters. 
The Dormitory is very Noble, and 
ſeemed larger, as well as more 
beautiful, than that of the Dom#- 
nicans, though there 1s much lcf5 
number of Fathers, who have great 
Accommodatwns; they are thirty, 
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and the Lay-Brothers twenty. The | 
Library is well filled with Books, 
and curious Paintings in Freſcs, | 
and at the farther end is a Room 
full of Mathematical Inſtruments. 
This Convent - is of the Order of 
the White Benediflines or Olivetans, 
their Gardens are ſituate on tht 
ſide of an Hill, upon a Declivity 
from their Houſe. Hence 1s ar 
admirable. Proſpe&t , reaching : 
great way -on one fide into the 
Plain ot Lombardy ; but on the 6 
ther, is choak'd up with the A4per- 
vive Mountains, that obſtruct it. 
In a clear Day one may not only! 
ſee Bolognia diſtintly below, but 
BAlodena , and almoſt to Mantua, 
and other diſtant Places, arid a vaſt 
number of Yi/a's, ſome near thc!

In the Nunnery of Corpo 4 
Chriſto, is kept the ſo much cele- 
brated Carharina di Bolognia, iit- 
ting in a Chair, dreſſed in her 
Nun's Habit ; ſhe has a Glory over 
her 
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her Head, Rules in one Hand, and 
Crucifix in the other. Her Face 
and Hands look black. 

In St. Paul's Church is an Altar- 
piece of Marble,curiouſly wrought. 
The Fathers are 7heatins. 

St. Safvatore 1s a large handſom 
Church , the Convent for Canons 
Regulars, 1s ſtately. They have 
three Courts, the two inner ſpact- 
ous, with two Rows of Pillars in 
cach. 

The Charter-heaſe, or Carthuſtan 
Monaſtery is a little Mile from Bo- 
lognia; there 1s a very neat Chapel, 
with a large Monaſtery for 48 Fa- 
thers. One of them ccurteouſly 
{ſhewed me all the Convent, Cha- 
pel, Sacriſty, with their rich Veſt- 
ments and Plate, his own Apart- 
ment, where was a pretty Garden, 
two Chambers, one for Lodging, 
the other, Studying and Eating 1n, 
and a little Oratory for his private 
Devotions, the Foreferia, or A- 
partments for Strangers, their Gar- 
dens, that abound with Herbs and

I was in this City upon the Feaſt 
of the Annunciation, which was ob- 
ſerved as a very great Holy-day ; 
all the Altars of the Lady in the 
Churches were richly adorned, and 
thoſe Churches dedicated to the 
Madona, dreſſed in a very particu- 
lar manner both within, and about 


- the doors. Nay, the Madona's, at 


the corners of Streets, and on the 
Walls, were bedeckd with Ri- 
bonds, Flowers, and other Orna- 
ments, and had many Lights burn- 
ing before them, and a more than 
orinary Devotion was paid tp 
them, 

After the Churches,I ſaw the fol- 
lowing Palaces. That of the Pope's 
Legat,ſtands in the greatP7azza,near 
St. Petronio ; it is'-a large Pile of

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Building ; in the middle part live 
the Senator, that is Governor 
Bolognia. He is eleted every tw 
Months, and during his continy 
ing in the Office, he reſides in the 
Palace, atthe expence of the City 
that keeps his Table, and has eight 
Gentlemen to wait upon -him ; h: 
is choſe out of the 24 Senator 
Here alſo are the Publick Notarie, 
with the other Officers of the C: 
ty, and the Courts of Juſtice. [ 
the upper Apartments keeps th: 
Cardinal Legate ; he has 100 Sui. 
ſers for his Guards, beſides 6: 
Foot. In this Palace is the Cabi 
net and Study of Aldrovandus, 1

Here 15 alſo the Picture of a ſtrange

An hai- 
ry Man his Father, and a Woman 
with 8 Beard, his Mother. In the 
Room were, beſides ſeveral curious 
Shells fourid on the Sea-coaſts, and 
other marine Rarities, ſuch as, un- 
uſual Fiſhes dried, Black Coral,&c. 
Stones, and pieces of Rocks di- 
verſty Veined,©rna antica de Toſca- 
ni per Ii Sacrificii, an ancient Urn 
of the 7Toſcanes for Sacrifice, ſeveral 
Sepulchral Urns, a Sepulchral 
Lamp, two Crocodiles of the Ri- 
ver Nilus, a Cameleon, Draco is 
Bonon. Agro captus , Anno 1582, 
temp. Creationis Gregorit 13. In- 
ſets that are worſhipped by the 
Tudians, a Stagg's Skin upon a Bo- 
dy of Wood, very large, and as 
high as I could lay my Hand over, 
a Dog-Fiſh, and ſeveral Petreficati- 
ons.

and among theſe, an Engliſh Sky.

Arms on it, and the Potter's Name 
circumſcribed; a compleat Colle- 
Ctionof ancient Medals,two 7taltas 
Padlocks,one lined with Velvet,and 
indented both behind and before, 
the other neither, and very wide 
behind.

The Palace of Campegg;, is a no- 
ble great Building, and has an ex- 
cellent Hall ; the other Rooms are 
ordinary , and not furniſhed ; in 
this the Pope, the Emperor Charles 
the 5th. and Electoral Princes of 
Germany reſolved on the Council of 
Trent, as by the Inſcription over 
the Door in the great Hall in Ca-

they are Coloſſean Statues, and all 
of Corinthian Braſs ; the extraor- 
dinary fine Painting,and rich Gild- 
ing of this Church ; and laſtly, the 
wonderful Capola of the fame Di- 
menſions with the Pantheon, the 
great Ball over it, that will con- 
tain Thirty Perſons, are all fo well 
deſcribed by Mr. Laſels, that I 
cannot add to what he has faid of 
them. The whole deſerves, as he 
ſays, to be accounted the Eighth 
Wonder of the World, a molt itu- 
pendious piece of Architecture, In- 
deed there 1s one Statue in this 
Church, of which Laſſels 15 whol- 
ly ſilent, though it ſeemed ro me 
worthy obſervation.

this Baſilica. In the Old Church 
of St. Peter, now under this, are 
ſtill many Altars, where Prieſts 
daily fay Maſs. There are feveral 
Hiſtories in Baſſo Relievo, and the 
Tombs of divers Popes and Cardi- 
nals. In one little Chapel is a Pi- 
Qure of the Bleſſed Virgin, affirm- 
ed to have been formerly placed 
over the Doorsof the Old Church, 
where Boys plaving at Ball t-g2- 
ther, one loſing often , began to 
imprecate, and 1wear, and in great 
indignation caſt his Ball againſt 
the Wall, which hitting this Pi- 
Aure o'er one of the Eves, there 
dropp'd five Drops of Blood. The

Here is kept a 
piece of the Pillar to which our 
Saviour was tied when ſcourged, 
It is black and white Marble; but 
an Engliſh Gentleman , who had 
ſeen that piece of the Pillar that is 
kept at Hieruſalem, aflured me it 
was red and white ; ſo that they 
cannot both be true, In the Body 
of tne Church is railed about a lit- 
tle Fontana, as they call it, where, 
they pretend the Blood of many of 
the Primitive Martyrs 1s preſer- 
ved.

This Saint, bc- 
ing a Roman by Birth, and in great 
Eſteem for his Picty when alive, 
and Miracles ſince, there was a 
great Contention in the City, who 
ſhould expreſs moſt Honour to his 
Memory : About one hour in the 
Night, Illuminations were ſct up, 
his Picture aimoſt Lcfore every 
Houſe, and in ſome places an 
Hiſtorical Relation of his Miracles, 
but in Paſt-board, and not unlike 
our Puppet-Shows, it ſuch a Com- 
| pariſon 
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pariſon may be allowed. A vaſt 
concourſe of People were walki 
up and down the Streets of bot 
Sexes, in ſuch Numbers as 15 rarein 
Italy, receiving great ſatisfaCtiqn 
from what they beheld, ſome chan- 
ting, and others falling frequent- 
ly on their Knees before the- Pi. 
cures they faw of this their Saint, 
Reflecting on this Foppery and 
Superſtition, I could not forbear 
thinking theſe Rejoicings were to- 
Icrated, or rather encouraged, (ak 
ter the Example of the Sports, &c, 
of the Ancient Romans,} to amuſe 
and keep their People in Quiet, and 
trom running into Fattion and Se- 
dition, as well as keeping up a 
blind Zeal and Superſtition ; which 
Notion communicating to an open 
and thinking Rowan, that was not 
tong of them, he very much ap- 
provedir, as probable, and faid they 
werein this Reſpect only excuſable. 
A new Tabula Votiva was hung in 
the Church: this Day, repreſentung 
2 Turk that was a little before mi- 
| racu- 
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raculouſly converted a Chriſtian, 
He was taken by the Yenetians in 
the Morea, and with ſome others 
of his own Religion and Country 
ſent to Rome: His Maſter laboured 
all he could, both in his own Per- 
ſon, and by others, to make him a 
Chriſtian; yet he continued with 
great obſtinacy and Perverſeneſs 
to adhere to his Mahumetiſm, con- 
firming his Companions in it too, 
ſaying often to them, They had 
better die a Thouſand Deaths, than 
become Chriſtians. After other 
means had proved incf{eQual, the 
Maſter takes this 7urk one Day to 
this Church, and deſires one of the 
Fathers to Diſcourſe him ; but his 
Arguments not prevailing, they 
perſuaded him to kneel down be- 
tore the Altar ot S. /:/;p, recoms+ 
mending himſelt into the Hands of 
God, and Prote41on ot that Saint ;

the Dead Bodies ; and it appears 
from what remains, that a Body 
being laid in one of cheſe Cells, ut 
was immediately ſtoppd up, ſo no 
noifome ſmells from their corrupti- 
on could offend thoſe that had oc- 
caſion to go into the Catacomds:

In the Yatican-Palace, 150n Ar 
ſenal with Arms tor 20000 Hork, 
and 49090 Foot, - From it;-paſling 
through the Be/vedere (a vaſt long 
Gatlery) I went into the Yaticas 
Library. : Over the Door are thek 
Words, Sixti P. P.V. Bibliotheu 
Vaticana ; it is very wide, andin 
the-Form of a T; but that the up 
per part is not proportionable to 
the other ; it is all well painted, 
though by ſeveral hands ; where! 
this Account - is''given ; the Pope 
demanding of. 44, Angelo, in whit 
time he could paint it, was at 
ſycred , That with his own hand 
he Eould not do it in leſs than an 

hundred 
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hundred years, but with an hun- 
dred hands in one year; which was 
for diſpatch , ordered , and com- 
ed within the time. On one 
fide, in Freſco are all the General 
Councils ; on the other,the princi- 
pal ancient Libraries of the Werld ; 
and on the Range of Pillars that go 
up the middle, the Inventers of 
Letters. All Books and Manu- 
ſcripts arc kept in Boxes ; fo their 
Number cannot be fo well judged, 
as in others. The croſs-Walk is 
350 paces, whereof at one end, for 
90 paces, are only Deſigns in Ar- 
chiteRure ; the relt contains Books 
and Manuſcripts : In the whole, 
there are faid to be 25000, Manu- 
ſcripts, and 15000 Printed Books, 
Here I faw #.

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Manuſcriptof the Bible is a Septua

cularly ſhewed me MM. Zuther'

for many Wives, but few Chil. 
dren ; all writ, as he pretended, 
in his own Hand, Here is the Me.

In the 
little Garden of the Belvedere, are 
fine Water-works, and a Ship in 
the Fountain, which gives a Broad- 
ſide, and diſcharges with Water. 
In the great Gardenare more Guzo-

Trees. Going hence again into 
the Palace, is a large Pine-Apple

The French Abbot's Palacewith- 
out Rome, is viſited by moſt Stran- 


gers, and is chiefly remarkable tor |

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its many Fantaſtical Motro's; at 
coming in wr are all againſt Wo- 
men, in moſt of the Rooms on 
different Subjes, and in 7talian ; 
no where in the Houſe can one 
look, but they preſent themſelves 
to view. His Pictures are by the 
beſt Modern Hands ; and his Gar+ 
dens pleaſant, though little. 


In the Palace of the Cardinal palace DEfte. 


D'Efte are great Preparations for 
his Publick Entry, (he having not 
been in Rome ſince he was created 
Cardinal,) ſuch as providing rich 
Hangings, thirty Coaches, ſo com- 
pleated both within and without 
with Velvet, Embroideries, Gild- 
ings, Carvings, &c. that in them 
alone, with Harneſles for his Horſes, 
I was affured the Expence would 
riſe to 140000 Crowns ; his Li- 
veries will be proportionably ſplen- 
did. There has ever been an Emu- 
lation betwixt the Cardinals of this 
Family, and that of Medicz, which 
ſhould make the moſt pompous ap- 
pearance ; but this generally ex- 
| ceeds, 
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ceeds, as he is like to do now. By 
theſe vyings the Romans get well 
while they laſt, but obſerve them 
too hot to hold ; for 'tis ſeldom 
known that either continue long 
in Rome; for after they have drained 
themſelves by ſuch Extravagancies, 
they retire, the one to Florence, 
the other to Modena, to recruit, 
and when a freih Stock is got to- 
gether, it flies away after the ſame 
manner.

After the Palaces of Rome the 
Filla's deſerve a place, which hav 
been made at an incredible Ex. 
pence, and though many - of-them 
are ill kept, yet muſt be allowed, 
even under thoſe difadvantages, to 
be great in their Deſigns, as well a 
pleaſant and refreſhing in the hot. 
teſt Seaſons, I will begin with the

ing kept merely out of Grandeur, 
the /talians having fot that regard 
for Veniſon as we have. 

The Yilla of Cardinal Chigz VillaCtigi 
has a pretty Garden- Houſe, and 
great Plenty of Guiocht d" Acqua. 

The Yilla Montalto, made by Villa Montal- 
Sixtus V. now belonging to a 
Grandee of Spain. There are ſome 
excellent Pictures and Statues in 
the Houſe, and many more ſold 
away to the French King, The 
Walks are wide and long, and have 
abundance of Water-works. 

The Yilla Ludovifia is three Villa Ludos 
Miles in compaſs, in it are a vaſt "+ 
number of Statues, and variety of 
Walks, very ill kept, the Prince 
being poor, of whom this is wor- 
tiny notice, rhat though he has

fold two or three great Palaces, and 
a good Eſtate in Land, yet can- 
not be tempted by the French 
King's large Offers to part with his 
Statues. This Family was raiſed 
by Gregory XV. Ina little Houle 
in the middle of the Garden, is a 
rich Bed-ſted, inlaid with precious 
Stones, valued at 100000 Crowns, 
and a petrefied Man. 

The Villa Mattea is ſituate on 
the Monte Calio. In the Houle are 
many Statues, and in the Garden 
Guiochi d" Acqua. 

The Villa Pamphylia 1s very 
large, and abounds ' with ſweet 
Walks and Water-Works. The 
Houſe in it, is on the outfide 
almcſt covered over with old 
Baſſo Relievo's, found in divers 
places, and there fixed ; and with- 
in are many good Statues and Pi- 
Ctures, as Sexeca's Statue found un- 
der ground, a Veſtal Nun, an Urn 
of Oriental Alabaſter, a Mezzo Re- 
lievo cf Andromeda, a Bacchus in 


Porphyry, Zallia Cicero's Daugh- | 


ter's 
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ters Head, and a lovely Head of 
a young Roman Lady by 7:tian. 

Going to this Vila 1 paſſed under 
2 Noble Aqueduct, built by A4«- 
eſtus Ceſar, and repaired by Pau! 
V. It is raifed a great heighth upon 
Arches, and the Water brought 
many Miles, Theſe are the prin- 
cipal Y7lla's of Rome. 

In this City the Jews are ſo nu- The Jews, 
merous, they have a Synagoguc, 
and a part of the City aſligned tor 
them to inhabit ; they are lock'd 
up every Night, and at liberty the 
vext Morning ; only at Ea/ter they 
are lock'd up from 7hur/day Night 
inthe Holy Week,till Jo»d.:y Mor- 
ning, that they may neither dcride 
nor affront the Solemn Worſhip of 
the Chriſtians during that time. 
Their Synagogue is flovenly, and 
their Worſhip appears irreverent, 
Ifaw two Circumcifions, and hear- 
tily pitied the poor Children, who 
ſeemed very uneaſily to bear tlic 
ſeverity of the Inſtirution ; during

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The Government and Laws of 
Rome are not eaſily underſtood. A 
Cardinal is always Governour of 
Rome, (he is for ' the moſt part the 


Pope's Nephew.) It is at preſent 


the Cardinal Spinola, a Genoe/e, and 
lives in the Palace called the Go- 
vernour's Palace. He gives an Ac- 
count twice a Week ( Wedneſday 
and Saturday ) of his Adminiſtra- 
tion, and what occurs in his Go- 
vernment, receiving Orders and 
Direftions how to proceed upon all 
Emergencies. He has ſeveral Judges 
under him, both Civil and Crimi- 
nal, beſides inferiour Officers al- 
iſting in diſcharge"vf this Truſt, 
Atthe Campidoglio lives one with 
the Title of firſt Senator of Rome ; 
he is generally a Foreigner and 
Doctor of the Laws, impowered 
by the Pope's Breve, and conti- 
nues during pleaſure, giving an 
Account of his Goyernment weck- 


| iy to the Pope and Governour of 


Rome. The Government both Ci- 


vil and Criminal is in a great mea- 


I 3 ſure, 
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ſure, depending on the Pope's Will 
who Puniſhes, Pardons, and lay; 
Taxes as he ſees good, without 
conſulting others, and often with. 
out Precedent. As the Laws ar 
uncertain and ambulatory, ſo ar: 
the Puniſhments; the moſt com 
mon is hanging. When a Crim: 
is attended with unuſual Circum- 
ſtances of Barbarity they uſe the 
Martello; the Malefaftor is ther 
carried to the Place of Execution, 
(generally the Piazza before th 
Ponte S. Angelo,) where, while | 
15 on his Knees, the Executione 
behind him with his Marte/o (a 
Hammer) ftrikes him over tht 
Temples, and knocks him on on: 
fide; he follows his blow, and a 
molt at the ſame inſtant cuts hi 
Throat, and rips open his Belly 
taking out his Entrails, and the 
Beheads and Quarters him. I acc» 
dentally ſaw an Execution of thu 
kind. It was cruel and terrifying tl 
the Spectators, but I cannot þ 
lieve very tormenting to the 


le!acor | 
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lefactor ; the firſt blow fo ſtunn'd 
him, I cannot think he felt any 
thing afterwards, I was ſurprized 
to ſee the People throw up their 
Handkerchiefs on the Scaffold, and 
theExecutioner, aſter dipping them 
in the Malefaftor's Blood, return 
them again ; but was told it was 
out of a Superſtitious Opinion, that 
their Handkerchiefs were after- 
wards Prefervatives againſt Diſeaſes 
and Evil Spirits, _ often cured 
Diſtempers. Beheading is with an 
Engine, the Axe tyed, which, when 
the Cord is cut falls down wit} 
that force, it never fails to ſever 
the Head from the Body. Leſſer 
Crimes are frequently puniſhed by 
the Srrappado, itis hanging the Cri- 
minals by the Arms drawn back- 
ward, and being fo bound, they 
are drawn up on high, and let 
down again with a violent ſwing, 
which (1f uſed with rigour) un- 
joints their Back and Arms. One 
ſevere inſtance was given me of 
this ſort of Puniſhment, there be- 
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ing one of the laſt Carnavals a great 
ſtop of Coaches in the Corſo, ſome 
backing forced thoſe behind them 
to do fo too, and a Coachman back- 
ing broke the Pole of Dox Livi 
(the Pope's Nephew's) Coach, and 
for that the Governourordered him 
the S:rappado three ſeveral times, 
which ſo diſlocated his Joints, he 
continues maim, and is like to do 
ſo as long as he lives. They boaſt 
not a little, thongh I think with 
very little reaſon, of the Roman 
Juſtice, which puts no . Man to 
Death but upon his own Confeſſion, 
whereby it is Ex ore tuo te judico: 
For Jet the Evidence be never fo 
plain and convitting, every one is 
put to Torture till he confeſſes, ſit- 
ting naked on a ſharp Horſe, with 
a ſharp Iron on the middle of his 
Back that runs up into the Rider's 
Body, for twelve Hours, unlels 
ſooner relieved by Confeſlion ; a 
Torture ſo exquiſite, that it cannot 
diſtinguiſh the Nocent and Inno- 


cent; lor thcr2 is no doubt but | 
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many Innocent will rather confeſs 
themſelves guilty of Crimes they 
never committed, than undergo 
ſo accute and long a Torment, 
Death being queſtionleſs more ea» 
ſe and to be preferred. The Im- 
poſitions are ſo heavy, and the en- 
couragement of Trade fo little, in 
this Pontificate, that ris ſaid, by a 
moderate computation, at leaſt 59 
or 60000 Souls, have leſt Rome, 
and ſettled themſelves in Naples, 
and other Places. The many va- 
cant Caps, and want of encourage» 
ment to Princes to viſit Rome, and 
the conteſt about the Embaſſador's 
Franchiſes, which prevents the Pub» 
lick Reſidence of any,have incredi- 
bly leſſened the Expences, and con» 
ſquently impoveriſhed the City. 
Towhich the ſending away Money 
in Specie, to aſſiſt the Chriſtians 
againſt the Zaurks, has been no 
{mall ' Addition. Thoſe that ſenſi- 
bly fcel theſe Hardſhips and Difft- 
cultics cannot forbear complaining, 
lothe Remans generally ſpeak diſre- 

ſpeAtully 
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ſpeQfully of this Pope, and hisGs 
vernment. I remember one tol/ 
me, there were four great Tyran 
in the World, the Zurk, the Frey; 
King, the Duke of Florence, ani 
the Pope, the laſt worlt ofall. Sony 
others, 'tis confeſſed, are poſſeſſy 
with fuch an Opinionot his Sand; 
ty, that notwithſtanding all th 
Oppreſſions they labour unde, 
name him with great Veneration 
I ſhall never forget one, that u 

the News of the Birth of the Prince 
of Wales, fell out intoa Rapture o 
the Pope, calling him, O buox' PF» 
pa, O Santo Papa, O benedetto Ps 
pa, &c. and told me he had tha 
Power with God Almighty, he ne 
ver was denied any thing. Here 
counted, that when he began hi 
Reign all the Chriſtian Princes wer 
in War, his firſt Command ws 
for a Proceſſion, and Prayers to bt 
made for their Union, which fuc 
ceedeJ, He afterwards prayed fot 


the relief of 'YVienna, the taking 
Buda, Alba-Regalis, &c, aJl which 


Came! 
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came to paſs. He prayed that the 
D. of Tork might out-live his Bro- 
ther, and be _ of England, which 
happened accordingly. And ſince 
has prayed that God would give 
him a Son, which is granted too; 
nay, ſays he, his Holineſs is fo pre- 
valent with God, Che tenga 1ddio 
per il Naſo, That he holds God by 
the Noſe ; a very familiar Expreſ- 
ſion, and imports an high over- 
ruling Power. What the Pope's 
SahRity is, I cannot tell, moſt a- 
gree him to be a Man of no Learn- 
ing, and in other reſpedts confirm 
that compendious Character Dr. 
Burnet has given of him. That he 
s a Man of a great ſlowneſs of 
Underſtanding, with a particular 
Siffneſs of Temper, and an inſatia- 
ble Defire of heaping up Riches. 


While I was -at Rome, I made 
ſome Excurſions into the Coun- 
try, as to Caſtello Gondolfo, 
Freſcati and 7rvoli, and alſo to 


Naples. 
| Cardinal 
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Caſteſſo Gon- 
daiia. 


Cardinal Howard did me the 
Honour to invite me, with other 
Engliſh Gentlemen, then in Rome, 
to Caſtello Gondolfo, one of the 
Pope's Palaces, about twelve Miles 
from Rome, part whereof by the 
permiſſion of the Pope he furniſhed, 
and had the Liberty to reſide there 
when-ever he pleaſed. The Palace 
was built by Alexander VIL. It is 
large, and Rooms ſufficient for the 
reception of a Court , it ſtands 
ſweetly on an Hill, and in the 
beſt Air of the Campania di Roma, 
and in a plentiful Country. The 
Gardens are neat and handſome. 
The Lacks Albanus lies before it 
in proſpe&, and ſeems near, though 
by reaſon of the great declivity of 
the Hill, it is a conſiderable diſtance 
from it. The Lake is 80906 Paces 
in compaſs, and from the higheſt 
Banks to the Water 485 Feet, in 
the loweſt 292, on the declenſion 
of the Hill is an Hermetage much 
frequented by Foreigners, a Mona- 
ſtery of Capuchins, the moſt de- 


lightful 
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lightful Situation to be ſeen, which 
the Induſtry of the Fathers has alſo 
made more pleaſant, by Improve- 
ments, with Walks of Trees - and 
green Hedges. Another Monaſtery 
of Franciſcans 1s near to this, as 
alſo the Palace of Cardinal Barbe- 
rin;, where are pleaſant Gardens, 
large Caves 1n the Rocks, going a 
great way under ground ; and by 
the Walls, on one fide the Garden, 
are Ruines of ancient Baths, as is 
oveſſed from ſo much as remains, 
though Tradition gives no certain 
Account by whom or when built, 
no more than of thoſe others in the 
Rocks by the Lake, believed to be 
of Tarquinius Superbus. On the 
other ſide, the Garden is a Walk 
paved with, Brick, and with Rail 
and Balaſter, underneath is a long 
Building, the Walls plainly ſeen, 
which have been covered with Meo- 
faick Work. What uſe this was put 
to, is not known; many are of O- 
pinion here were Baths too, and 
that in this the Old Romans _ 

their 
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their Female-Slaves, which were 
let down by an Hole from the 
top, and that way they went in to 


them. _ 

The Lacus 4Albanus abounds with 
excellent Fiſh, eſpecially Eels of1 
prodigious greatneſs: they eat clean 
and free from mud : I cat of one 
at the Cardinal's Table, that weigh- 
ed eleven Pounds, and he told me 
he had often larger. Over againſt 
the Hermetage the Lake is unkz. 
thomable, and the Water runs into 
it from the Mountains of A/baw, 
The Mountain of A/bano is allo 
called Monte Cavo, on the top was 
a much celebrated Temple ded 
cated to Jupiter and Juno.

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He built a common Temple for the 
Rimans and their Confederates, to 
meet yearly, Feaſt together, and 
in common perform. the Sacred 
Rites, in hopes theſe Annual Inter- 
views would beget a {tri and fin- 
cere Friendſhip among them. This

Nemus Aricinum, or Diane Tas 
rice, is inferiour to no other {a 
Situation. The Lake that was cal. 
led Speculum Diane, 1s now from 
the Towns above 1t called Lago d 
Genſano, and Lago ai Nemo. Diant 
was here very much honoured, 
Behind the Lake is a Town, ſub 
ject to the Family of the Frangi- 
pani, to which Gen/ano anſwers. 
Nemus is a Town on the top of an 
Hill, where is a ſtately Palace, de- 
lightſul Proſpe&, and good Woods 
tor Hunting, 
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' Onan high Rock, at ſome di- 


ſtance from Nemus, is the Palace 
of the Frangipani, where hereto- 
fore was a round Tower dedicated 
to Diana, one hundred and twenty 


Feet high. 


By the Lake of Genſano is a Tree, 
the People are perſwaded was 
planted by Cz/ar Auguſtus, of fuch 
a vaſt bigneſs they fay there a Fa- 
mily of 25 Perſons may caſily 
inhabit 1n it; 'tis the largeſt I ever 
faw, and am fatisfied many more 
than that number may ſtand in ir 
together. The Lake has good Fiſh 
and where it is deepeſt exceeds not

Returning to Rome, the direct 
Road, I patled' by many broken 
Walls, Caverns, with other the like 
Ruthes of elder Times. I went over 
the- Sulphureous River, the Cur- 
rent-not-wide, - the Water of a blue 
colour, and ſo ſtrong a ſmell; that 
it is offenſive at a conſiderable di- 
ſtance ; the Watcr deſcends from 
the Hills, and runs into 7yber. 


This Water is not in it felf wholes' 


ſome to drink, but being kept a 
Fortnight, is thought the moſt 
falutiary of any about Rome, and 
is much drunk by the Cardinals 
and Roman Princes. It was of this 
City of 77voli, the Poet ſpoke.

In my Journey from Rome to 
Naples, the moſt conſiderable Places 
I paſſed through, were 

Peletri, a City ſubject to the 
Pope. In the Piazza were old ill 
Buildings, though two fine Foun. 
tains in the middle, and between 
them the Statue of Zrban VIII. all 
in Braſs, ſitting in his Pontifical 
Habit, and giving his Benediction, 
The Palace of the Marcheſe Ginetti, 
is at one end of this Piazza and 
front towards it. -The Stairs, Pi- 
laſters, and Pavements are all of 
Marble. In the Palace, eſpecially 
in the long Gallery, are many Sta- 
tues, Ancient and Modern. This 
Family has had Cardinals of it, and 
has one at this time, and they ne- 
ver want ſuch Furniture. Below 

the Palace are good Gardens with 
Water-works, but the Weather ſuch 
| could not ſce them. 

Peperno'is a ſmall City on an 

Hill, the People not many, and 
poor. In the Pzazza is the Dome,

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culous Madonna, found at old Pe- 
perno (which was a Mile lower) a- 
mong Ruins, and brought hither. 
The Picture looks ancient (though 
the /talians can counterfeit old 
Pictures, as well as old Medals,) 
and is held in great Veneration, 
The Day I came hither it had 
been carried three times in Pro- 
ceſſion about the City, once at- 
tended by the Girls, then by the 
Maidens, and after that by. the 
Married Women, and I was atlurcd 
it would be carried the next day 
alter the ſame manner in Praceſ- 
fion, by the Male Sex. The rea- 
ſon of this extraordinary and parti- 
cular Devotion, was to obtain fair 
Weather, for the great and con- 
tinued Rains that had fallen at this 
Seaſon were like to be very inju- 
rious, 1f ſome ſudden ſtop were not 
put to them, and all ſeemed conti- 
dent there would, becauſe this Ma- 
doxna (to uſe their own Words) 
had never once failed them in their 
Neceſſities, At an Hermetage a

little out of the City, is another mj. 
raculous Madonna. She ſtands in; 
neat Chapel built by an Herme 
and. beautified by the Alms of ch. 
ritable Perſons. In the middle is; 
Well of fuch Virtue, that whoeve 
drinks of it, or waſhes Sorcs there 
praying to that Madonna, is certain. 
Iy relieved: There are many Yoto; 
hung by in Memory of Mercies re 
ceived. The Hermet ſtops all Tr 
vellers, and brings them a Picture 
of the Madonna to kils,- to excite 
their Charity.

City on an Hilltoo, nearto it, and 
on another higher, are ſeen ol( 
Arches reported/to have been the 
the Ruines of 'an Amphitheatre. 


Tlie Kingdom of Naples, and Pa- 
trimony of S. Peter, are parted on- 
ly by a ſmall: Tower, under which 
all paſs, anda ſhort Wallion each 
ſide. But'T found a greater Diffe- 
rence than this, as to Fraits ; for, 
whereas. I rarcly ſaw in the' Pope's 
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Dominions Orange-Trees, unleſs 
in Pots, and- preſerved with Care 
and Art ; here they appeared as 
Apple-Trees in our Fng/iſh Or- 
chards, ſo frequent and fo large. 


Fundi is the firſt City in the Fundi. 


Kingdom of Naples, the Dome ve- 
ry. ordinary, though this was the 
Seat of. Clement VIT. (an Antt- 
Pope.) when ſome of the Cardinals, 
out of diſlike to the Proceedings in 
the Conclave, retired hither, and 
cleted him. Here is a ſmall and 
poor Convent of Dominican Friars, 


| moſt valued for having brought up 


ſo great a Man as 7ho. Aquinas ; 
they ſhow, his Chamber converted 
into a Chapel, another Chapel 
where he lay thirteen years buried, 
till his Body was carried to 7ho- 
louſe in France, and an old Orange- 
Tree, ſaid to have been planted by 
him, it is large and bears Fruit. 


Mola is a little Village on the Molz. 


Sea. Near it is a Cave under ground 


| called Cicero's Grotta, and 1n it a 
\ Monument of Marble, under which 


they 
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they affirm he was buried. I took 
a Bark here to fee Gaeta (a Lea 

from ſhore) a Fort in the Sea, buil: 
on a Rock; has good ſtrong Walls 
and a Caſtle near the- landing, 
There is another Caſtle on an 
Hill that commands far; on the 
fide of which are many ſweet Y:. 
la*'s with pleaſant Gardens. The 
Domo is a fair Church, and as the 
Foot of the High Altar isa Deſcent 
into a neat Chapel, dedicated to 
S. Eraſmus, Tutclar here. Within 
the lodge oi the firſt Caſtle are pre- 
ſerved the Bones of Bourbon, who 
ſerved as General to Charles V. 
with an Inſcription in 7talian and 
French, 1n commendation of his 
Faithful Services to the Emperor. 
From hence going to the Church 
dedicated to the ZZ. 7rinity, I paſſed 
by a Crucifix, with an Image of our 
Lord in his Pafſion on it, and a Croſs 
on each ſide, and ſo many others, 
before I cameto theſe, asare faid to 
have been on-Mount Calvary, and 
on the way as he went to his Cru- 


citixion, and therefore this Place is | 


Called 
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called Mount Calvary, and is of 
great Devotion. This led me to 
the great Rock which, 25 Tradition 
here ſpeaks, was divided at Chriſt's 
Crucifixiog. Here 1s a little cloſe 
pair of Sthirs where the Rock is ſo 
divided, and a Chapel at the bot- 
tom looking over into the Sca, 
here have been many Miracles 
wrought, ſuch as wonderful uncx- 
peed Preſcrvations in Wrecks. A 
Turk paſling by, out of reſpe&t tc 
the Place, caſt into the Sea two 
Picces of Eight, which were mira- 
culouſly found on the Altar, and 
the occaſion afterwards of his re- 
nouncing Mahumetiſm and embra- 
cing Chriſtianity. Here the Prieſts 
give to the Devourt, picces of this 
Rock, which are thought Remedies 

againſt Fevers and Colds. 
Returning hence, I went into 
the Church of the Trinity, had in 
great Eſteem for many Miracles. 
Among others, this is related, A 
Chriſtian Veſlel being puriued. by 
two Turks, and in manitcſt danger, 
a

a Rock 'near the Church opening 
received the Chriſtian Veſſel, and 
ſo far cloſed, the 7urks could no 
purſue her. 

Capua 1s an Ancient City, but 
little memorable in it now, from 
whence, through a very delightful 
Country, called formerly Camps 
uia Felix, I travelled to Naples, 

Naples 1s the Capital City of this 
Kingdom, ſituate on the ſide of an 
Hill, but on an eaſe deſcent to 
the Sea; the Buildings generally 
lotty, and Streets wide, and paved 
with a broad black Stone, of which 
the greateſt Glory is the Strada di 
Toledo,reckonedin length from the 
Gate coming into Naples to the 
Water-ſide a Mile, and were it 
ſtrait, and ſoin a clear entire Yiſe, 
would be extraordinary Noble. 
Here they make the Corſo, and in 
this Street is the Palace, where 
the Vice-Roy lives, which has a 
ſtately Frontiſpiece; but the Build- 
ing not quite finiſhed. Behind is 
the ſtrong Caſtle, called the Caftel- 
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hb Nzove, Where the Vice-Roys re- 
tire in times of diſturbance. Below 
jsthe Armory, and the Proviſions 
for the Gallies are kept, and they 
in Port by. They are only ſeven. 
Alſo the commen Priſon, and that 
Prifon where the Bandit: are kepr, 
that ſurrendred themſelves to the 
laſt Vice-Roy's Proclamation (the 
Marcheſe del Carpio.)Theyare now 
about 200. and condemned to per- 
petual Impriſonment. Betwixt 40 
and 4x Degrees of Latitude, this 
City is fo warm they have rarely 
any Winter, and their Summers 


were not tolerable, if they had not. 


ſometimes Breezes from the Seca, 


which never fail at the middle of 


the day to give refreſhment. Here 
arc computed 400000 Souls, it be- 
ing a City of great Trade, and a- 
bounding with Fruits and all forts 
of Provitions. There are ſo many 
Wild Boars in the Country near, 
the Government obligesat one Sea- 
fon a certain Number tobe brought 
weekly into the City. The Go-

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vernment is wholly in the Hang 
of the Vice-Roy, (generally a Ns 
tive of Spain; ) for though he hy 
his fubordinate Miniſters ; yet j 
abfolute and unaccountable for hi 
Actions till he is recalled into Spain, 
There are great Numbers of Sp 
riards in this City and Kingdom, 
who have introduced (for it is by 
the Natives imputed to them) :

Some indeed come to the Churches 
on Sundays and Holydays, but in 
ltefs Numbers than in other Parts ol 
Ttaly; for moſt of the Neapolitan 
Princes and Gentlemen have Ora- 
tories im their Palaces to remove 
the pretence of their Wives going 
abroad for their Devotion, ſo keep 


them cloſe, ſeldom permitting them | 


to go abroad ſo much as in their 


Coaches in the Corſo; which makes | 
them all, as it were, Priſoners till I 
Ainnday-Thurſday, and Good-Fri- |

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day, when all the Ladies of Naples 
go publickly on Devotion to viſit 
the Churches, and to ſhew their 
Humility walk on Foot, which is 
elteemed ſo great a Felicity, the re- 
turn of no Period of Time is fo 
much coveted as this. 

The Neapolirans keep their Pa- 
laces, as they do their Wives, fo 
are ſcarce ever ſhown to Strangers. 
| The outlides are not very promiſing 
and many want their Portal, being 
otherwiſe entirely finiſhed, out of 
' a Perfwaſion, that when a Palace 
is buile, the Maſter is not long- 
livd; and therefore whoever builds 
leaves ſomethirig to his Succeſſor 
to be done. But tlic Neapol:tans

The Convents have generally 
ſlately Courts and magnificent 
Buildings, great Dormitories and 
ReſeRories. [n melt arc Speciaria's 
( Shops like our Apothecaries ) 
where they ſell all Medicinal Pre- 
parations, eſpecially Chy mical, and 
Eſſences, they are to the Streets, 
and fome of the Fathers always 
ready to deliver Goods to the 

Buyers.

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Buyers. The 0/zvetans have a Shop 
looking into the Street 7oledo, and 
the Abbot ſells in his own Lodg. 
ings the beſt Sapone of Naples. The 
Feſuits have a large Cellar that 
holds 1500 Butts of Wine, where 
they ſell, but never in leſs quanti- 
* nies than Barrels. 

The Minims in the Piazza, be- 
fore the Vice-Roy s Palace, have 
their Cellars like Taverns, and {ell 
by Retail. 

The Convents like the other 
Buildings in this City, are flat on 
the top, and covered with Plaſter 
of 7erraſs,where in an Evening the 
Fathers walk, and ſolace themlelves 
with the freſh breezes that come 
trom the Sea. 

The Libraries are not propor- 
tionable to what elle appears 
here, having but few Books, and 
thoſe as they acknowledge not 
ſclect. 

The Catacombs are much be- 
yond thoſe at Reme; they be at 
the Church of S, Geryars with- 

out 
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out the Walls, where is a large 
Hoſpital for the Poor of the City, 
Here is an Engineer who has a 
very great Collection of Medals, 
for which the French King has 
offered kim 18000 Crowns, but 
he thinks them well worth 20. 
Embarking on the 7yrrhene Sea, 
we failed by the Shore, till we 
came to the Church of the Serves; 
this and Convent were formerly 
the Palace of the Famous 4talian 
Poet, Adtius Sincerus Sannatzarus, 
who left it (with a good Endow- 
ment ) to be converted to this uſe. 
His Tomb is behind the High Al- 
tar of white Marble, where 1s his 
Buſto, and two excellent Statues 
of Apollo and Pallas, which one of 
the Vice-Roys reſolving to ſeize 
and ſend into Spain, under this 
pretence that they were profane, 
and not proper for a Church, and 
it coming to the knowledge of the 
Fathers, they in the Night blotted 
out the Names, and inſcribed un-

Hence I went up the ſide of Paw 
{lippo, lo called, according, to the 
Greek Etymology, 24a/t Myrori 
ceſſatio; tecauſe much frequented 
by the oid Romans, when they re- 
tired from their Senatorian charges, 
and now frequented by the Neapor 
litans, becaule ct its ſweet ſituation 
on the declivity of an high Hill, 
and in wholefome Air. Through 
the Hill iscuta Way in the Rock to 
paſs the more commodiouſly be- 


twixt Naples and Pezzuolo, very 


high, 
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high, wide enough for two Coaches 
to paſs with great caſea Mile long, 
and has no light, but what comes 
in at each end; who made it is un- 
certain, moſt agree it to have been 
Cocceiuus, but not which of that 
Name, whether the Grandfather of 
Nerva, or ſome other. 

Near this Monte Pauſilippo is the 
Tomb of Yirgi/, the Figure round 
and cloſcd at ten with a Ball, the 
out-walls only remain, and they 
not entire; here was, as 1s rc- 
ported, his Urn ſupported by 
Marble Pillars, and in the Wall 
arc ten Niches, where 'tis believed 
were fo many Lamps, In the 
Rock, nigh the entrance into hig 
Tomb, is this Inſcription,

S. Maria di Pie di Grotta is1 
little Church 0: Canons Regulars, 
built on this occaſion. The B. Vir. 
gin appearing at the fame time to 
a devout Neapolitan, a Nun, and 
an Hermet, though they were in 
different places, commanded them 
to build a Church in her He 
nour, which was here piouſly ob- 
ſerved. 

When I was through the Grotta 
di Pauſilippo, leaving the Sea a 
little on my Leſt Hand, I came to 
the Lago Agnano, which is encom- 
paſſed every way with Mountains, 
and abounded formerly with divers 
ſorts of Fuuh, at preſcot it produces 
only 7exch, 

Near this Lake are the Baths of 
S. Germano, they are in a Rock, 
where are ſeveral Repoſitories cut 
in the ſides of the Wall to lie on, 
and there ariſe from the Earth ſuch 
hot Vapors as procure Sweating, 
and are thercfore judged good 2- 
gainſt the Gout, and lnternal Ul- 
cers. 

On 
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On the ſide of this Lake is a 
Grotta,going about three yards into 
the Rock, where taking any living 
Creature, and holding it near the 
ground, it falls into Agonies and 
ſeems dead, but being caſt into the 
Lake recovers it felt, The Expe- 
riment is generally made of a Dog, 
and therefore the Grozza 1s called, 
Grotta del Cane. Alighted Candle 
or Torch, held near the Ground, 
burns blew, and is ſoonextinguiſh- 
ed, this 15 conceived to proceed 
trom the hot Vapors in the Rock, 
which are of a poiſonous Na- 
ture. 

North among the Mountains, 
is a ſweet Vale, cxtending about 
ſix Miles, where are Woods, and in 
them Plenty of Deer, Wild-Boars, 
and Fowl of all forts, reſerved 
only for the Vice-Roys diver- 
lion. | 
In the way to Pozz«o/o, on the 
Sea-{ide, are places much frequen- 
ted by the Watermen and infteriour 
People, where they lie naked in the 

Sands, 
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Solfoterra. 


Sands, and ſweat for the Pox, and 
Pains in Head or Limbs. . 

The Soffoterra lies a Mile above 
Pozzuolo, where on the top of an 
Hill is a deſcent into a Plain acci- 
dent2lly made by an Eruption. lt 
is oval 12.46 Feet long, 1029 broad, 
Hereis a ſubterraneous Fire always 
burning, as appears from the ſmoke 
that breaks forth in ſeveral places, 
The Stones and bits of Bricks that 
lie over the Cranies, are cruſted 
over with a Powder of Sulphur. 
To the Smoak ccnveyed to the 
Eyes, or other Parts, are aſcribed 
theſe Qualities: it mollifies the 
Nerves, clears the ſight, remove; 
Head-Ach, and Pains in the Sto- 
mach, cauſes F ecundity, carrics off 
violent Fevers, and cures the Itch, 
The Plain is all hollow, as appears 
by its ſounding, w hen walk'd or 
r:d on. Contrivances have been 
of late years to turn this Solfozerra 
to advantage, wherein they have 
been very ſucceſsful, making great

quantities of Brimſtone, Vutriol, 


and 
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and Roch-Allum, at alittle expence. 
They have a new way of preparing 
Vitriol, which is done thus. Several 
Ciſterns are made in the great bot- 
tom of the Soffoterra of great 
Stones. cemented very cloſe ; into 
theſe all the Rains both of that Bot- 
tm and the Hills round about fall, 
which are impregnated with Vi- 
triol ; they alſo lay a great many 
Tiles and Bricks before all thoſe 
Vents, that the Fire in this Soil 
makes, and where this Smoak 
comes cut with ſo rapida Violence; 
ſo that this Smoak paſling through 
thoſe Bricks, leaves a grear. deal 
of Sulphur and Vitriol upon them, 
and theſe Bricksare waſhed in thoſe 
Ciſterns, and by this means the 
Water becomes impregnated with 
Vitriol ; then they put the Water 
into Coppers, which are {cr over 
thoſe violent hot Eruptions; fo that 
this ſerves as a Fire to evaporate 
the Phlegm, and fo they find quan- 
tities of Vitriol,

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PFozzuolo, 


Going to the City I paſſed the 
Ruines of the Amphitheatre, where. 
of there is only left ſome of the 
out Walls. 

The ancient City of Dicearchia, 
the Roman Senate fearing that when 
Hannibal came from Carthage into 
Ttaly, he would attempt the taking 
it, ſent Q. Fabins with an Army to 
ſecure it, who finding Water ſcarce, 
ordered ſeveral Wells, and from 
thence it took the Name of Pu 
teolus, and is now in 1talian called 
Pozzuolo, It was much eſteemed by 
the Romans, becauſe ſeated on the 
Sea, and abounded with all forts 
of Fruits and Proviſions. Here it 
was Sy/a having renounced the 
Dictatorſhip retired to enjoy him- 
ſelf and his eaſe. It has ſuffered 
much from the Incurſions of bar- 
barous Nations and Earthquakes. 

In the middle of the City, where 
1s now the Domo, ſtood formerly 
the Temple of Jupiter.

—Y 
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Many Monuments of Antiquity 
are to be ſeen on the Coaſts near 
Pozzuolo. Taking a Bark I rowed to 


the Promontory of Miſeno, where Miſcro. 


are many Subterraneous Vaults; the 
moſt remarkable is the Grotta 7ras 
coraria, commonly called Drage- 
ara, built by F. Ceſar, as a Con- 
ſervatory of Proviſions for his Gal- 
lies. It is ſupported by twelve great 
Pillars, ſo ſet as to make five ſeve- 
ral Walks, each 170 Foot long 20 
high, and three Foot and a half 
wide. Great quantity of the Ruines 
of the old City. 

Hence I paſſed over the Mare 


Mojito, or Styx, where the Water **5*- 


man Charon plyed for many years; 
tor it being contrary to the ancient 
Laws to bury the Dead in theCity, 
he tranſported them over this 
branch of the Sea to certain Fields 
called Elyſium, being the common 
Burying-place. At the landing is 
an old ruined Gate; the Fields are 
2 ſquare Plain, and now pruduce 
txctilent Grapes, delicious Fruits, 

XN 2 and 
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and Peaſe all the year. Theſe Places 
were intended by the Poets 1n their 
Deſcriptions of Styx, Charon, and 
the Ely/ran Fields. 

Afterwards. I went thither,where 
formerly ſtood the ancient and 
delightful City of Baiz, where 
many of the Chiet Citizens of 
Rome had their Pleafure-Houſes; 
nay Seneca end Propertius have in- 
veighed againſt it, as an incentive 
to a licentious Lite. But the De- 
valtations that have been made 
here by the Lowbards and Sar 
cens, and the infrequency of In- 
habitants, have now rendred it, in 
the common Opinion an unwhol- 
ſome Air, and a good part lies in 
the Sea under Water, from whence 
the Watermen ſometimes fiſh out 
Mec'al;, and other curious pieces of 
Ant.quity. On the moſt com- 
manding, part of the Hill, where 
Baizz was, the Emperor Charles V. 
built a ſtrong Caſtle. 

The Pi/cina Mirabile, into which 
one deſcends by 49 ſteps, is upheld 

by 
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by as many Pilaſters, and in the 
middle the Floor is deeper than 
any where elſe. Thus was made 
fme think by Lucullus, others 
(with more reaſon) by 4zrippa to 
preſerve Water for his Army. In ir 
is faid to have been formerly twa 
Wheels always in motion, whicl 
purified the Water and kept it from 
Corruption. Some Spours remain 
by which the Water deſcended. 
The Pillars and Walls were Brick, 
but covered with a Paſte of Marble, 
ſo firm and cloſe a Body, {o little 
porous when crulted on, it could 
not poſſibly imbibe theleaſt Water, 
and is ſti}] fo hard it is broke of with 
great difficulty. 

Not far from this are the Cerro 
Camere, where the firit Apartment 
5 ſupported by eleven Pillars; and 
out of it by a deſcent one goes 1n- 
to ſeveral others with many wind- 
ings, which have no light in them, 
but what is carried down; for what 
end theſe were made, and to what 
uſe employed, is uncertain; the 

X 3 moſt 
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moſt common and current Report, 
is, That Nero kept his Slaves jn 
thoſe dark Chambers, for ſever! 
years, Without the leaſt light ; and 
it was a Pleaſure his Cruelty de 
lighted in, to have them brought 
out in a clearSun-ſhine day on pur. 
poſe to blind them, which many 
believe was fo effeted, the Op- 
tick Nerves being not able to bear 
ſo much light on ſo ſudden 
change. Near this it was that the 
ſame Nero made a mock of the 
Predictions of his Scuth-ſayers, 
ſending for them, and demanding 
the Fortune of Rome and his own 
Perſon, 'he after enquired of them 
their own, which he croſſed by 
precipitating them into the Sea; 
till one wiſer than the reſt faid, He 
thought himſelf never in moredaq- 
ger in his Life than at that time, 

which gained him his Liberty. 
Under the Mountain 1s the 
Temple of Bacchus, now, not im- 
properly, converted into'a Cellar 
where they ſell Wine. © © | 
| | Neat 
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Near was Agrippina ( Nero's Mo- 
ther) rip'd up by his Command, 
and ſome Ruines here haye the 
Name of her Tomb. 

On the ſide of this Mountain, 
next the Sea, is a particular Earth, 
extraordinary good for making a 
cement, which by lying in Water 
petrefies; and is carried from hence 
into France and other places. The 
Engliſh Veſſels carried a greatquan- 
tity of it to Zangzer, when the 
Mole was there made; and to fave 
the trouble and charge of digging 
beat it down with their Cannon : 
The Mortar made of it is called 


Plaiſter of Zerraſs, with which, in - 


the hotter Countries they make 
Floors, and cover the tops of their 
Houſes, that are built tlat; and 
theſe are the true ang proper 7er- 
raſs-Walks. 

The Port here has a very nar- 
row Mouth, is well defended from 
the Winds, and there is excellent 
Anchorage in it. 


X 4 Bc- 
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Betwixt Baiz and Miſeno ate 
many Baths, among others one 
called di Cicerone, whoſe Yidais 
ſaid to have been here. Thoſe that 
Sweat go into a narrow Paſſye 
betwixt two Walls, where 1s a con- 
ſtant Heat, not to be born by ſuch 
as are not uſed to it, without ſtoop- 
ing low, ncar to the ground, from 
whence a freſh Air may be per- 
ceived to ariſe, . At the farther end 
is an hot Bath, the Water fo hot 
there is ſcarce any going into it; 
there are conveniences cut in the 
Rock to lie down on after Sweat- 
ing. The Water is ſaid to cure the 
Dropſie, Head-Ach, Pains in the 
Stomach, removes a Quotidian 
Fever, and remedics the Gour.? 

The Sudatorio wt Tritoli only 
provokes Sweat, by. the hot Va- 
pours, Near theſe the Sand in the 
Sea is ſo hot, 'tis ſaid they often 
roaſt Eggs in it ; thus much I know 
that having ſome of it in my Hands, 
T was glad to part with it as ſoon 
25 I could.

| Remarks of France and Italy.

The Temple of Yenus was ro- 
tund and large. Among the Ruines 
few years ſince was found a Co- 
hſſean Gtatue of YVeaus. This 
Temple is believed to have been 
built by Jul. Cz/ar, becauſe he had 
his Fi/a here. 

The Temple of the Nymphs is 
pretty entire, and is painted at top 
with Hieroglyphicks. 

The Temple of Diana Lacifera 
half entire, the reſt in Ruines, and 
her Baths choak'd up with Earth. 

My Bark carried me hence to ſee 
the Ruines of Jul. Ceſar's Palace, 
and of Domitian's, Where was a 
Piſcina in which they kept Fiſh fo 
tame, that upon Call they would 
cat Bread cut of a Man's Hand. 

A little farther is the Lacus A4- 
wernus, fo called from the Greek 
acarG-, avibus carens; ex & priv. 
ron, & 0&7 Avis, the Air having 
been ſo peſtilenrial, that Birds flying 
over this Lake drop'd dead in ; but 
it is otherwiſe now, for the Lake a- 
bounds with good Fiſh and Plenty 
of Birds, Weſt 


Lacus A verans 
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Weſt from the Lake, I entred 
into a Grotta of the Sybi/la Cuma 
xa, about three paces wide , but 
more than twice a Man's heighth, 
and goes in a {trait Line above 
150 Paces, and then terminates in 
ſeveral Apartments. In one of them 
is ſome Painting of Ultramarine 
and Gold, and the Walls have been 
of Moſaick Work. It is thought to 
have gone from hence to Cuma; 
but the Earth is now copped in ma- 
ny places. 

On the right hand the Lake, are 
Remains of a ſtately Temple ; but 
diſputed whether dedicated to 4- 
pollo, Neptune, or Mercury. 

Betwixt Miſeno and Cuma is 4+ 
cheron, or Acheruſfia Palus ; which, 
derived from the Greek, ſignifies 
the Lake of Sorrow or Griet ; for 
the Water being of a blewiſh Co- 
lour, makes all fad or pale that 
look in it. The Waters extended 
formerly a great way, and the Va- 
pours ariſing from them , made 
the Air unwholſorge, which _ 

my” | the 
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_ lay the Water came from 
Hell. 

A Mile diſtant is the Lacus Ly- 
crinus, ſo called from Lucrum, be- 
cauſe of the Profit was made of it 
for the Fiſh ; and here the Roman 
Emperors had their Oiſter-Pits. It 
has been almolt choak'd up by the 
Monte Nuovo. 

The Monte Nuovo is three Miles 
in Compaſs, and was raiſed in a 
Night and Day, the 19th. of Ser. 
1538. when a great Eruption from 
the Solfoterra caſt out ſo many 
Stones , with ſuch a quantity of 
Aſhes, that they overwhelmed the 
City of 7ripergola, tour or five 
Miles diſtant, and made this Moun- 
tain, Common Fame will have 
this a Judgment upon the Citizens 
of Tripergola , who were extream- 
ly vicious, and involved under the 
like Guilt with the People of Sodom 
and Gomorrah. 

The Monte Gauro or Falerno, {5 
much celebrated by the Poets for 
its Wine,is near Pozzuolo, but w 
| : '{o 
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ſo barren, its Name by an univerfll 
Conſent, is changed to Monte Bar. 
baro, There are Vines growing 
on, it which produce a poor hun. 
gry Wine, when all the reſt here 
is ſtrong and heady. After I had 
ſeen what is here remarked, I re. 
turned to Naples. 

The Mountain Veſavius lies 
eight or nine Miles from Naples ; 
at the Bottom of it are Vineyard; 
that produce the Greco-Wine and 
the Lachryme Chriſti, Aﬀter an 
Aſcent here, for three Miles, part- 
}y on Horſe, and partly on Foor, 
for the moſt part up to the middle 
of my Legs in Aſhes, I came toa 
Proſpect down upon a Level be- 
low, and another Mountain in the 
middle, out of the Top of which 
is a conſtant Smoak, and the Earth 
looks of a Sulphureous Colour. 
Here have been 22 Eruptions ; and 
of late years they are obſerved to 
be much more frequent than for- 
merly: When they happen, they 
are very dreadful, not only in re- 

ſpect 
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ſpe&t of the Noile attending them ; 
but the Conſequences ; having bu- 
ried two or-three Cities and Vil- 
hges ; they always ſhake the Win- 
dows and Doors in Naples, making 
a kind of an Earthquake there. The 
Mountain is always on Fire, as ap- 
pears from the conſtant Smoak. 
Near it are very great quantities of 
Aſhes, and huge Stones, ſo cine- 
rated or calcined as to be of an in- 
credible lightneſs. 

Aſter I had ſpent ſome time in 
Naples, to ſee what is mentioned, 
before I returned to Rome by the 
fame Road [ came. 

When I finally left Rome I re- 
ſolved tor Szenna and' Florence, fo 
travelled many Miles through the 
Campania of Rome, till I was paſt 
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Ronciglione,where had been a ſtrong Ronciglione. 


Caſtle when it belonged to the 
Dukes de Caſtro; after I climb'd 
over the Mountain of Y7ero, 
which was unpaſlable, and withour 
Road, till of late years a Way was 
made over it. By this Mountain 

iS 
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Viterbo. 


is the Lacus Lyminus, thirty Miles 
in compaſs, and abounding with all 
ſorts of good Fiſh. 

This Road led me to Yiterbo, x 
City out of the Roman Campania, 
and in ſo pure and wholeſome an 
Air, it was thence called Y:terbs 
quaſi Vita Urbium; here arc good 
Churches, .and Plenty of all Neceſ- 
farics for Life, as Grain, Wine, and 
Oil, but no Fruits. In the Rivers 
are good Fiſh, Near Yiterbo are 
many hot Medicinal Fountains, fre- 
quented by thoſe that have the 
French Diſeaſc. In the Domo lies 
the Body of S. Roſa; a Saint ingreat 
eſteem, and of whom many Mi- 
racles are related wrought by her 
in her Lite-time, and by her means 
ſince. This every one 1s full of, 
that being from her Infancy given 
to Adts of Charity; but in her 
younger years under the confine- 
ment of Parents, having nothing of 
her own, fhe often robb'd them to 
give the Poor ; when they Bak'd 
for thr Family ſhe was fure to 


ſea! 
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ſteal Dough; and one Day accord- 
ing to that praQtice, having ſome 
in her Apron, which ſhe was going 
charitably to diſtribute, her Father 
met her at the Door, and ask'd her 
what ſhe had got there, who gave 
him ſuch a ſhuſfling Anſwer, that 
he reſolved to ſee ; but looking in 
her Apron, the Dough was turned 
into Roſes, ſo he left her, and it 
immediately returned to its former 
Subſtance. So a Miracle helped 
the Girl to cheat her Parents ; and 
ſhe had the Name of S. Roſa. I 
ſhould-not take notice of ſuch a 
Story as this, did it not meet with 
a general credit. 

Aſter I paſſed Viterbo the Poſts 
were ſhorter, but the Roads worle, 
more Rocky and Mcuntainous than 
before. " R 

Montefiaſcone is a City on the 
top of an Hill, at the end of the — 
ſweet Plain of Yzrerbo; it is very 
ancient, and after Cami/us had be- 
fieged it a long time, he quitted 
it 8s inexpugnable in reſpect os 

the

the ſituation. Formerly this was 
the chief City of the Faliſcz, The 
Country about is moſt Moun- 
tainous, but produces a Grape, of 
which they make their excellent 
Muſcatello-Wine. I enquired after 
the Story of the Dutch-Man, whoſe 
Baneit proved; the Story was con- 
firmed, only they will have him 
to have been a German, and a 
Biſhop, which is probable becauſe 
of the Mitre on his Tomb, The 
Inſcription is in theſe Words in the 
Doms.

Chigz's new Palace. It is not quite 
finiſhed, In the Hall ard Apart- 
ments are Paintings by the beſt 
Maſters : the Rooms for State, and 
Chambers are well diſpoſed; the 
Building quadrangular; in the Front 
is 2 large Room for Entertainment, 
and another backwards of tte fame 
proportion. By the Chambers on 
both ſides are Back-Galleries that 
make them private, notwithſtand- 
ing the Y3/o through them, which 
Is a Convenience not common ift 
an /talian Houſe. The Cardinal's 
Servant told me, his Maſter having 
obtained the Honour from the Duke 
of Florence, to be advanced from 
the Title 'of Conte di San Quirico, 
to that of Marcheſe, reſolved to 
ere&t a Palace here, and have the 
Duke's Statue in his Hall in Marble, 
ih acknowledgment for it. 


XY While: 
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While I was-at $7enna, I went to 
ſee two more of this Cardinal's Pa 
laces; for he has great Territories, 
and Command in this Republick, 
one of them at Centinale, the other 
at Yico. His Palace of Centizale 
lies ſeven Miles from Siexna,among 
Mountains; a mixture of new and 
old Building. It was the place of 
this Cardinal's Birth, which may 
have engaged him in the greater 
Expences. In the Palace is little 
remarkable, fave that in the-ground 
Rooms, which are neat,co2ol Apart 
ments, are the: Pictures of many 
fine Women, which common Fame 
ſays, have, all been his: Eminence's 
Miſtreſſes, and above. Stairs are 
Earthen Diſhes, curiouſly. painted 
by Raphael, ' That which molt

is.the vaſt charge the. Cardinal has 
been at in levellingthe Road which 
lay over Mountains to it,

[ continued a Week at Siena, Sienna. 
which was more time than can be 
ent with fatisfa&tion there, be- 
cauſe. of the want of Converſatiorr 
and Diverſion. 'This was for many 
years the Capital City of a Repub- 
lick, often too powerful for her 
Siſter Florence, though now under 
her YSke; to which ſhe was ſub- 
xt not by Conqueſt, but by the 
Emperor Charles V. who extended 
his Victories hither, but a little be- 
fore he retired into a. Monaſtery ; 
conſidering the Expence this with 
other his Acquiſitions muſt be in 
keeping to his Succeſſor, becauſe 
ofits remoteneſs from Spaiz, and 
not: lying contiguous to any other 
his Dominions, ſold it to Florence 
tobe held in Fee of Spazn, to which 
Crown ſhould be paid upon the 

acceſſion of every Duke to the Go- 
© {rernment 30000: Crowns, and at 
* Jthe. fame time he contracted' for 
7 [certain Privileges. to, be indulged 
: Y 2 the 
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the Germans, which they ſtill en. 
joy, and the like to the Fleming, 
the Emperor being a Native of 
Flanders. The cheiteſt of them are 
tree Liberty of Hunting (/a Caccia) 
as they pleaſe ; eſteemed no ſmall 
Advantage. If one of theſe two 
Nations has committed Murder or 
any Capital Crime, he cannot be 
taken till twenty four Hours aſter 
the Fact, and by that time he is 
ſure to get into another Prince 
Dominion. They have Liberty to 
wear their Swords and carry Fire- 
Arms both by Night and Day, 
which is by Law denied to the 
Natives and to all Strangers after 
three Days, without a particular 
Licenſe from the. Governor, There 
is a Coxſul reſiding here: for the 
German Nation, and a Council 
Houſe, where he and the German 
and Flemings meet and hold Coun- 
tel ragether ; but to what-ever end 
their Conſultations were originally, 
it 15 plain they are now more Form 
than' any thing elſe, and rather to 

agree 
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agree wherethey may drinka Flask 
of the beſt Wine, than tranſact bu- 
ſineſs. 

Theſe Conſiderations occaſion 
no little reſort of Germans and 
Flemings, as alſo the Language, 
generally thought to be ſpoke in as 
great Perfection here, as any part 
of /taly, though I like the Roman 
better, their Pronunciation being 
leſs guttural. 

This State (notwithſtanding the 
Union now with Florence) conti- 
nues its Antipathy to it, and is 
well diſpoſed for a Revolt if ſhe 
could have Aſſiſtance. The Duke 
of Florence has built a Fort a little 
out of the City, where is a Garri- 
ſon of 120 Soldiers, and that keeps 
the Citizens in ſome awe. This 


City is built on ſeveral Hills, and 


the variety whereof, and the Vales, 
make it the more pleaſant in Sum- 
mer, and freſher. 

The Buildings are generally 
high, and many good Houſes, but 
the People not very numerous.

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| The Streets are paved with Brick 
with the edge ſides upwards. The 
Piazza di Mercato is large, andin 
it handſome Palaces for the Mage 
ſtrates, with Apartments for tie 
Clerks and Mmiſters of Juſtice; 
and behind them a good Theatre 
Round the other Piazza by the 
Domo are the Palaces of the Gover 
nor, the Cardinal dz; Medici (the 
Duke's Brother) the Biſhop, and 
a great Hoſpital. The Dome is 0 
Marble both within and without, 
Here is a ſide-Chapel founded by 
Pius II. ( a Native of Senna, andoi 
the Family of Piccolomini,) where 
is preſerved an Arm ol S. John Bap 
tiſt, as appears by the following ln

The heat of the Weather made 
travelling in the Night moſt deſt- 
rable, and we choſe it between 
Sienna and Florence, I took Ca» 

I;che 
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Flores we 


leche in the Evening before Sun- 
ſet, and was the next Morning at 
Florence (thirty ſeven Miles) by 
the opening the Gates. Indeed by 
this means I could fee little of the 
Country, ſo was only ſenſible the 
Road was Stony, and much upon 
Aſcents and Deſcents. 


Though Florence is a very Glo- 
rious City, and many things in it 
both ſurprizing and delightful to 
a curious Obſerver ; yet Mr. Laſ- 
ſels is1o particular in relating them, 
that there little remains tor any 
one to gather that comes after him; 
bur there are ſome things either 
eſcaped his exactneſs, or have hap- 
pened ſince his writing, 


Florence lies in a flat Vale en- 


compatled on every ſide with 
Mountains, which intercepting 
the treſh Breezes, render it inthe 
Summer extraordinary hot, The 
City 1s 1n compals ſeven /ralian 
Mules, and contains according to 

common 
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common computation 60000 Souls, 
there were 80 or 9goo0o in the 
Reign of the laſt Duke; but the 
preſent Duke giving noencourages 
ment to Trade, becauſe of his Re- 
tiredneſs and Devotions, (to which 
he ſeems wholly given) has le 
ſened the Number of Inhabitants; 
and the Engliſh not buying ſuch 
quantities of Silks (their greateſt 
Manufacture) as they uſed to do, 
being otherways provided, has not 
a little alſo contributed to it. The 
Duke moſt Evenings viſits thoſe 
Churches where the greateſt De- 
votion 1s attradted by the Relicks. 
He will not bear with the Viſits 
and impertinent Diſcourſes of his 
Subjects, (the common Entertain- 
ments in Courts; ) but with great 
readineſs admits all Strangers to 
Audience that deſire it; and every 
Day, excepting Friday, is ready 
for ſome Hours with Paticnce to 
hear the Complaints of the meaneſt 
People, 
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To the Walls of the Baptiſtery 
in Florence, are fixed two great 
Porphyry Pillars, that are indeed 
broke, but the ſeveral Pieces bound 
together ; they were brought from 
Piſa, when that Republick came 
firſt under the. SubjeCtion of Fl 
rexce, and brought hither, becauſe 
of their Prophecy, That as long as 
the Piſentines kept their Pillars en- 
tire, they ſhould not loſe their Li- 
berty. 

At the Annunciata 1S 4 miracu- 
lous Picture of the Annunciation; 
The Inſcription on the Wall of the 
thapel where it is kept, informs, 

har a Painter having been em- 
ployed to make a Picture of the 
Bleſſed Virgin in the Poſture the 
Ramiſh Tradition ſays ſhe was in, 
when the Angel Gabriel was ſent 
to announce the Incarnation of the 
Word, 2. e. in her Chamber on her 
knees, reading the Prophecy of 
{{aiah ; the Painter had ftinithd all 
but the Virgin's Face, which he 


reſcrv'd for his laſt Task ; but be- 
ng 
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ing at a Loſs what Jzea to follow 
in repreſenting ſo excellent a Crea» 
ture, in ſome DiſtraQion and Dif- 
compoſure of Thouglits; {ell aſleep 
in the Church, and awaking, found 
finiſhed what had ſoperplexed him. 
Whereupon, crying out, A Mira- 
de, & Miracle, &c. and the Peo- 
ple coming to him, he averr'd, an 
Angel from -Heaven had done the 
Work while he ſlept. The Fr1ars 
(who faw their Intereſt in it, ) 
were on his ſide ; fo the Devotion 
immediately aroſe,and was attend- 
& with ſuch Succeſs as has rendet- 
&d this one of the richeſt Convents 
in /taly. A fine Marble Chapel is 
built tor it, and many Wonders 
wrought here ; to which the vaſt 
number of Yoto's that hang near 
it, and in the Cortile before the 
Church-door , give ample Teſti- 
mony.

1s look 
upon with ſuch a jealous Eye by 
her, for fear of a Revolt, that ſhe 
is treated with great Auſterity. Itis 
a very ſweet City, three Miles in 
compals, and-contains 14 0r 15000 
Souls. _. | THEE. 

- The Demi is a ſtately [Fabrik 
all of Marble. At one of the Al. 
tars in the Croſs-Ifle are Three Stx 
tues, repreſenting God the Father, 
the Son, and the Virgin Mary : the 
Father and Son hold a Crown over 
her Head, and the Holy Ghoſt in 
the ſimilitade of a Dove joins with 
them in the Ac, whereby ſhe is 
mace, in the Language of the R«- 
man Breviaries, Regina Ce11. In this 
Churchare two miraculous Madon 
2a"s,0ne a Picture, the other a Sta- 
true, The 
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The bending Campanile, or To- 
wer, is certainly a Wonder in Ar- 
chitefure. 

The Campo Santo, 1s their ccle- 
brated Burying-place, faid to be for 
[ngth, breadth, and heighth of the 
fame Dimenſions with Noah's Ark. 
There are handſome Cloiſters round 
with Marble Pillars, and within 
them much Painting in Freſco, and 
private Vaults for particular Fami- 
lies ; but the Terra Santa is in the 
middle, and nothing built over it. 
Here many devout Perſons covet to 
be buried, and the Earth has this 
Quality that it conſumes the Bo- 
dies in twenty four Hours. The 
Earth was brought by Merchants 
from the Z7oly Land, as Ballaſt for 
their Ships. With it came a Marble 
Crucifix, which is placed over one 
of the Doors, though ſo much Ve- 
neration was had for it, that they 
intended it rather for the Domo, 
and therefore by Special Order it 
was there fixed, but thenext Morn- 
ing was found in this place, which 

& 3 hap- 
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happened-three times ſucceſſively 
after this manner, ſo they con. 
cluded it providentially deſigned 
here, and were forced to let it con- 
tinue, where it is frequented with 
great Devotion. 


The Chapel of the Knights of 
S, .Stephano 15 hung with Z7urkiſ 
Banners, Lanthorns of Turki/h Gil 
lics, Half-Moons, and the like 
Trophies. The Order was: inſti 
tutsd by one of the firſt Duke; 
of Florcice, 1s like to the nights 
of Malta, or S. Joha's of Hie- 
ryſalewm, and about 140 Years 
old, 


The Water of Piſa is eſteemed 
extraordinary good, inſomuch that 
it is ſent in Barrels both to Fis 
reace and Ligorn, much drank in 
both Places, and fold at the rate of 
one Penny the Flask. 

From Fiſa is a Canal cut to L7- 
gorn, broad enough for Veſſels of 
a conſiderable Burthen to paſs. 
The Country is plain but full of 

Woods, 
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Woods, | in which are much Deer 
and many Wild Boars. 


Ligorn, which formerly belong- Ligern. 


ed to the State of Genoa, came to 
the Dukes of Florence upon an Ex- 
change, who have made it one of 
the moſt conſiderable Ports, and 
afeſt, upon the Mediterranean. 
Here lies the Gallies of Florence, 
and the Town ſtrongly walled , 
has always a good Garriſon, and 
Proviſion of Corn for ſeven Years 
Siege. It is about three Miles in 
compaſs, and contains by repute 
70000 Souls. Many Merchants 
trom all Parts are conſtantly rc- 
ſiding here, and *tis thought 15000 
Jews, who are much encouraged 
under this Government, and not 
obliged to wear the Diſtinction of 
Red Hats, as every where cije in 
Htaly; fo they live in great At- 
fluence, and grow very rich, [ 
had greater opportunitics here, 
than before, to inform my ſelf ot 
the Duke of. Florence's Govern- 
ment. The T axes are vcry heavy 

Z 4 {carcc 
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ſcarce any thing fold, but has an 
Appalto (or Monopoly) upon it, 
the Duke Farming out all, which 
enhances the Prizes to the Buyers, 
and ſqueezes great Sums from his 
Subjects. The Butchers have their 
Licenſes for killing and vending 
Meat , the Bakers the like for 
Bread, &c. Nay .I was told by 
ſome of the Emng/i/þ Merchants, 
they did believe his Appalito upon 
Ice was worth to him a 1000 /. 
per An. Sterling. Beſides all Houſes 
and Lands ſet, or unſet, according 
to the higheſt Rents they have ar 
any time held, have Rates ſet upon 
them, and the Portions of young 
Women. pay him Tenths. Other 
Cuſtoms are ſo oſten paid, they riſe 
incredibly high, of which I had 
this inſtance, that a Flask of Flc- 
rexce Wine, bought at Florence 
tor Two. Craiches, (ſomething 
more than Two Pence Engliſh, 
would coſt Twclve Pence by that 
time it reached Z/70rn. 


From 
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From Ligorn, returning by Piſa, 


I went to Lucca, the Capital City x ucca, 


of the Republick of that Name : 
The City 1s in a Plain, having the 
Hills in ProſpeCt on every ſide; it 
is three miles round the Walls, and 
contains , according to their Ac- 
count, 30009 Souls, The Terri- 
tories of the Republick are about 
forty miles ; the chief Magiſtrate 
iscalled the Coxfaloniero, from the 
Confalone , or Standard which he 
keeps during his Office, and de- 
livers to his Succeſſor upon his E- 
leion and Inveſtiture. The Arms 
of Lucca are Libertas, in Capital 
Letters, Or, in a Bend, the Field 
Azure. He continues his Office 
only two Months, and lives in the 
Palace ; but is not ſuffered to have 
his Wife and Family with him, his 
Time being ſhort, and that they 
may not interrupt his Attendance 
on the Publick Service. With him 
live there the Nine Antian;, who 
aſliſt jim in all Aﬀairs; and their 
Concurrence in any thing he does, 

iS 
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is 'neceſſary ; nay, he is fo much 
a Priſoner in his Office, that with- 
out their Conſent he cannot go 
out of the Palace. The Antiani 
arc choſe out of the Diſtricts of the 
City equally, three out of cach; 
and they , with the Confaloniero, 
have ſuch a joint ſhare in the Go- 
vernment, that it ſeems a Decem- 
virate, Theſe Offices are ſuppli- 
ed out of the ancienteſt of their 
Nobility : Their Conſtitution is, 
they ſhall be born Noble. The Se- 
nators are 120, Choſe out of the 
Nobility, and areelected annually. 
Nobility has been often fold, and 
the ordinary Rate has been five or 
fix thouſand Crowns ; though it 
has been different, according to 
the Neceſſities of the Republick; 
for when they have been leaſt ur- 
gent and preſſing, more has been 
demanded; and ſome have paid 
12000 Crowns. The Number of 
the Officers in this little State, and 
trequent changing them , renders 
tae Government more agrecable 

to 
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to the Snbjedts ; for hence it hap» 
pens that every one of the Nobili- 
ty has atone time or other his ſhare 
in it, The Taxes are gentle in re- 
ſpect of their Neighbours, ant I 
found the Searchers at the Gates 
not ſo ſtrict , and leſs needy than 
in other Places. Hence it is, with- 
out doubt, that when the Campa- 
nia of Rome lies in a manner deſo* 
late for want of Inhabitants, and 
fair Florence not half Peopled, little 
Lucca fo abounds, that though ſhe 
be incredibly fertile, ſhe has not 
wherewithal within her ſelf to pro- 
vide Neceſlaries for the vaſt num- 
ber of her People. The only Trade 
of Lucca is in Silks, and famous 
for an extraordinary Crimſon-Dye 
in Satins, and is ſo advantageous, 
that the-Nobility (who are forbid- 
den MechanickTrades)are not aſha- 
med to traffick this way , nor 
( which appeared to me more ſcan- 
dalous)to fell Wines at their Palaces. 
Jultice is not executed here with 
that rigour as elſewhere ; it rarely 


haps 
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happening that any are hanged ; 
but they fell moſt of their Malefa- 
tors to Genoa for Slaves. But to 
the end their Juſtice in all Cauſes 
may be the more 1incorrupt, and 
leſs fubjet to Bribery and Partiali- 
ty, they have an excellent Conſti- 
tution ; That none of their Judges 
ſhall be Natives of the Republic; 
they are Five in all, ( Doors of 
the Laws; ) one for Criminal, one 
for Civil Cauſes, aad-three for Ap- 
peals, choſe every three years out 
of ſame other Parts of taly, have 
Houſes provided in the City, and 
ſufficient Penſions for their Main- 
tenance ; and thoſe who have car- 
ried themſelves unblameably, are 
often eleted again to ſerve three 
years longer, but rarely more than 
that. All Appeals from the Judges 
of Appeals, are brought before the 
Signoria, and by them finally de- 
termined. No leſs to be commend- 
ed is this other part of their Con- 
ſtitution, prohibiting Jews and Je- 
fates ctling in their Dominions; 

rea» 
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reaſonably fearing, that as the for. 
mer would engroſs all the Trade 
to thernſelves, -fo the latter ( the 
moſt compleat Maſters in Poli- 
ticks)would infenſibly work them- 
ſelves into Authority, and get the 
Wealth: and Government of this 

Commonwealth into their hands. 
The Domo, dedicated to S, Mar- 
tino, *is a large, but- dark Church. 
Here 1s a Chapel dedicated to the 
Yolto Santo, which ſtood formerly 
ins. Frediano's Church ( then the 
Domo; ) but transferring it ſelf hi- 
ther, gave occaſion to build this 
other Church, and make the fame 
the Domo. The Relation of this 
Volto Santo, is thus ; Nicodemus 
making a Statue of his Lord and 
Maſter after his Crucifixion, and 
being-in great” perplexity after the 
Body was finiſhed, for making the 
Face like, dropp'd aſleep, and wa- 
king, to his Surprize, found it end- 
ed. It is ſhewn on certain days, 
but may not be touched ; for / as 
they have the Tradition ) a Biſhop 
once 
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once deſiring to know of what it 
was made, handling it,a great Miſt 
was in the Body of the Church, 
( where a Crofs now hangs in Me- 
mory of it _) and he ſtruck blind 
for his impertinent Curioſity. Ma- 
ny. Lamps are always burning be- 
fore it, and Miracles wrought, as 
the ſeveral Yoto s teſtifie. Pope 4- 
/ex. VI. granted the following 
Bull, which I took from a Tablet 
near the Chapel.

In the Avgy/tix's Church is an 
Hole that ſwallowed up a blaſphe- 


ming Gameſter ; as the Story 1s 
deſcris 
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deſcribed on the Walls. It ſeems to 
have been thus:Some Soldiers play- 
ing there together at Cards, one of 
them had loſt not only his Money, 
but Cloaths, even to his Shirt, 
who curſing and ſwearing at his 
ill Fortune, and blaſpheming, caſt 
a Stone againſt an Image of the 
Virgin, which immediately bled ; 
and the Earth opening , received 
him to the middle ; his Compani- 
ons exhorted him to beg Pardon, 
and pray for his Deliverance ; but 
deſpiſing their Advice, the Earth 
opening wider, ſwallowed him up. 
The Blood js ſtill preſerved in a 
Vial, and a Chapel built, in which 
this Image is kept. 


At the Corners of four Strects 
meeting together, on a Pillar erect- 
ed by Cardinal Spinola, Biſhop of

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Formerly there were divers Hea- 
then Temples in this City, where: 
of there be ſtill ſome ſmall, though 
inconſiderable Remains, and where 
they ſtood are Churches built. 

The Dominions of this State, 
are not morethan forty Miles long, 
and where broadeſt not more than 
ten. It-is under the Protection of 
the King of Spar. 

Upon the Hills near Zucca arc 
the Salutiferous Baths, which be 
much frequented, and good againſt 
many Diſtempers, either uſed as 
Baths, or the Waters drunk. 

From Lucca, deſigning for Ge- 
0a, I went by Caleche to Lariche, 
and faw in my way the City of 
Maſſa, Subject to the D. of Maſſa, 
Sovereign Prince of the Family 
of Cibo, The City is generally 
painted in Freſco, and here the 
Prince reſides. His Dominions are 
about fifty Miles in compaſs, being 
moſt Mountainous, and thence his 
Revenucs ariſe ; for here are got 
exccllent White Marbles, which

oa, and twenty five Leagues from 
that City; here” it was the Duke 
of Somerſet was ſhot. Taking a 
Felucca, the next day by Noon, I 
arrived at Genoa in twenty four 
Hours.

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Turin, 


Turin is the principal City of 
Piedmont, and now the chief Reſi- 
dence of the Duke of Savoy and 
Prince of Piedmont ; theStreets are 
ſtraight and large,and the Buildings 
the moſt Uniform I have ever ſeen, 
They appear to be of Stone, but are 
moſt only Brick plaſtered. 

The P7azza of S. Carlo is very 
great, handſome Cloiſters, and in- 
habited by the Nobility, to whok 
Palaces it muſt be a leſſening to 
have Shops under them, did not 
the frequent Pradtices of the like in 
1taly make it the leſs regarded; 
for I have ſecn the ground Rooms 
of many Noble Palaces converted 
into Shops. The Pzazza Reale,be- 
ing not ſo regular as this, by con- 
ſequence appears not ſo well. On 
one {ide is the Caſtle, an irregular 
old Building, andadry Ditchround 
it. Here the Duke and his Court 
were wont to inhabit: at preſent 
it is the Court of the Dutcheſs 
Mothcr, the Duke living in a new 
Palace fronting this Piazza. It is 

not 
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not yet finiſhed, but the Deſigns 
aregreat. Contiguous to this Pa- 
laceis the Chapel building for the 
Santiſſima Sindone. (The fame Li- 
nen in which our Lord lay in the 
Sepulchre.) It will be all of Black 
Marble. Of the Relick there is 
this Account given, That F7teru- 
ſalem falling into the Hands of the 
Turks, this with others was carried 
away by the Clergy, and delivered 
to the King of Cyprus ; but aſter- 
wards in courſe of time theſe Infi- 
dels extending their Conqueſts to 
Cyprus, it was taken by a devout 
Lady of that Royal Family, and 
carried with her in her intended 
flight into France ; but ſtaying by 
the way with the Dutcheſs of Savoy 
(her near Kinſwoman) at Cham- 
bery, keft it there, where a Chapel 
was built for it, which was burnt, 
and the Relick miraculouſly pre- 
ſerved in the Flames; and upon 
the removal of the Duke of Savoy, 
and making his Reſidence in this 
City, it was tranſlated hither, Few 
Aaz ot

of the Churches are finiſhed : the 
Jeſuits is rich, though little, all 
covered with Marble; they are 
building a great Colledge, which 
would have been much larger, and 
more Magnificent, had not the 
Duke forbid it ; however, when 
compleat, will be the moſt Noble 
vtructure in the City. 

Here are two very conſiderable 
publick Buildings, one a large Ho- 
ſpital, the other an Academy in 
which moſt Exerciſes are learnt, 
as well as at Paris, The Duke is 
young, and a good Horſeman, 
which makes his Academy the 
more flouriſhing, and brings no 
ſmall Advantage to Zurin, by a 
great Concourſe of Strangers. The 
Baſtions are regular, and well lined, 
2 Ditch round, but no Qutworks. 
The Cittadel, winch commands 
the City, 15 fortifying, and will 
make it of great Strength. In the 
middle is an excellent Well, never 
dry, the Water lies low, but the 
Horles can go down to it by an

eaſie deſent, and return up another 
way, whereby they hinder not one 
another. 

A Mile from the City is La YVa- 
lentine, a\weet Palace ofthe Duke's, 
the Body indeed finiſhed and fur- 
niſhed, but the Wings, with the 
Pavillions at each end, have only 
their ſhell. This was deſigned by 
the Dutcheſs Chriſtina, Grand. 
Mother of this Duke, in the Mi- 
nority of her Son (his Father) in 
the year 1660. which ſhe not li- 
ving to compleat,has remained im- 
pertect. The Gardens lie behind 
the Palace, and at the bottom of 
them runs the River Po. The 
coming to this Palace 1s very plea- 
fant and graceful, through double 
rows of Trees, which yield ſhade 
and coolneſs in the hotteſt Sea- 
ſons: And here the Cor/o is kepr. 

About the like diſtance trom the 
City, but on the other ſide the 
River Po, is the Villa of the Prince 
Philibert (Carignani) the Duke's 
Uncle, ſeated well on the declivity 
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of an Hill. I faw the Prince in 
his Court, who by his Addreſs 
and Behaviour ſeemed very Court- 
ly to the Ladies, though both 
Deaf and Dumb, however he con- 
verſes very intelligibly by Signs 
with thoſe are uſed ro his Com- 
pany, and Studies much ; and 
I was told writ pertinently and 
with Judgment on any occa- 
ſion. 

The Yenaria Reale is the hunt- 
ing Palace of the Duke, to which 
Sport he is much addifted. It is 
in a good Country for it. Com- 
ing to the Palace there is a Viſto, 
through handſome Uniform Build- 
ings, and the Sight is terminated on 
the Front of the Palace. In the 
great Hall are Pictures of many 
Ladies of the Family, a ſtride on 
Horſe-back, and in their Hunting 
D-eſſes. The Rooms on each fide 
have many good Pictures, Below 
are the Duke and the Dutcheſs their 
Apartments, and tor their Rela- 
£10ns ; all above Stairs are for the 
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Courtiers. The Duke's Stables are 
well filled, and many of his Horſes 
Engliſh. His Dominions are con- 
fiderable, and he keeps the moſt 
ſplendid Court of any Prince in 7:a- 
ly, in which is more to be ſeen of 
the French than 7talian Habit and 
Converſation, that Language moſt 
uſed, though both corruptly ; the 
Habit moſt wore, and indeed all 
French Cuſtoms ; and their Free- 
dom prevail more than the 7raliay, 
which muſt be impute to their 
Neighbourhood to France, and the 
Duke's generally Marrying in that 
Court. 

The Duke retains his Pretenſions 
to theKingdomof Cyprus, he ſtiles 
himſelf on his Coin, Xing of Cy- 
prus, wears a cloſe Crown, and is 
called his Mtezza Reale. 

From 7urizin five Days I reach- 
ed Chambery, paſſing over Mount 
Cenis, Which parts /taly and Sa- 
voy, or indeed France, that Lan- 
guage being only ſpoke here. The 
Country is Mountajnous and Bar-

ren, and People miſerably Poor; 
many of them of both Sexes, and 
all Ages, had ſwelled Throats, im- 
puted partly to the cold humid 
Air of the Clime, and partly to 
the Water, which is a kind of Snow- 
Broth, 

In Chambery 1s little to be ſeen, 
It is the chief City of the Dutchy 
of Savoy; the Buildings old, but 
People numerous. After I had dined 
here, I went the ſame day for Ge- 
eva, and the next reach'd it. Ward 
was kept ſtritly at moſt of the 
Towns as I went, and all Travel- 
lers examined ; ſo that if it had not 
been fer my Paſs, the French 
Embaſſador gave me at Turin, | 
ſhould have been ſtopp'd in my 
Journey. 

Geneva 1s a free City and Com- 
mon-wealth , confining upon Sa- 
voy, France, and Swiſſerland. The 
Revolutions here in Calvix's time, 
are ſo freſh in every One's Memo» 
ry, they need not be recounted, 
The fame Religion and Liberty are 

Cle 
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enjoyed ſtill among them. Their 
Territories are very ſmall, extend- 
ing ſcarce any way farther than 
the' Gates. The Walls are ſtrong, 
and well lined, and their Guards 
are always on Duty, becauſe of 
the conſtant danger apprehended 
from France and Savoy. The Ar- 
ſenal has Arms both Offenſive and 
Defenſive, where they ſhew the 
Scaling Ladders of the Savoyards, 
who were taken about forty years 
ſince, in their ſecret Attempt of 
ſurprizing the City, and immediate- 
ly executed, to prevent any lnter- 
ceſſion for their Lives. They obs 
ſerve the Anniverſary of this Deli- 
verance with Preaching and Pray- 
ers; and the Boys and meaner 
People ſing and ſell in the Streets, 
Ballads on the Savoyards difap- 
pointment. In the Arſenal they 
ſhew, for the abſurdity of them, 
two Pictures that were Altar-pieces 
in this City, before the Reforma- 
tion ; { one repreſents Chriſt ( a 
Child ) in his Mother's Aran, _ 

vi 
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S. Peter preſenting his Succeſſor 
to him, both in Pontificalibus; the 
latter his Mitre and Cardinal's Hat 
lain by, to ſignifie his gradual Ad- 
vance by thoſe Steps to the Papa- 
cy. There is a greater Arſenal 
(if it beproper to call it ſo) among 
the Citizens, there being no Bur- 
gels, that is not provided with 
Arms in his Family, for himſelf 
and all able to bear them. Theſe 
animate the People, and make them 
not afraid of a Siege, being alſo 
aſſured, if they can prevent a ſur- 
prize, and defend themſelves twen- 
ty four hours, their Neighbours of 
Swiſſerland will not fail to come to 
their relief with 40000 Men,whoſe 
Intereſt it is to preſerve Geneva , 
both from the French and the Sa- 
voyards, being an inroad into their 
Country, which makes the Policy 
ofthe Swiſſers their beſt Security. 
The Famous Lake of Geneva runs 
through part of the City, and in 
caſe of neceſlity may be let into the 
Pitches.

On the 
Bridge, : croſſing the Zozre, near a 
large Crucifix, is the- Statue of 
Joan la Pucelle d'Orleans, a Sor- 
cereſs; ſocalled, becauſe ſhe twice 
relieved Orleans when beſieged by 
the Eng/iſh; who about the year 
1429, and in theReignof our King 
Henry V1. having bewitched the 
Credulity of. thoſe Times, and be- 
ing eſteemed a Propheteſs, went 
into the Freach Army, giving out 
ſhe was a Meſſenger from God, to 
re-conquer from the Engliſh what- 
loever they had in Pofletſion there; 
whoſe Preſence, with this Confi- 
dence, ſo encouraged and heartned 
the French Soldiers, that they re- 
covered ſeveral places of Impor- 
tance from the Eng/i/h, . But in 
the year 1430. ſhe making a Sally 
out of Champaigne {then beſieged 

hy 
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by the Engliſh) with 500 Men: 
Her Company was defeated by 
Sir John of Latzenborough, and ſhe 
taken and preſented to the Duke of 
Burgoine.He ſent her to the Regent, 
who ſent her to the Bi/hop ot the 
Dioceſs ; who, after Judicial Pro- 
ceeding againſt her as a Sorcereſs, 
and - Deceiver of the Xing (mean- 
ing the King of England, then 
Crowned, and acknowledged King 
of France) and his Subjes, by her 
ſeeming ſhew of Sanctity and in- 
humane Cruelty, was after many 
delays, upon Promiſe of diſcovery 
of Secret Practices, and laſtly of 
her feigned Pregnancy, burned at 
Roan, This City is reputed one of 
the-plealantelt in France.
